W a s h in g to n , March 8th.—The story’ of 
the engagement of the German war ship 
Olga and an American man-of-war in the 
harDor of Apia is generally discredited at 
the Navy Departm ent. No information on 
the subject has been received at the De­ 
partm ent of State. It was said there that 
the news of an event of such importance 
would surely reach the Uuited States as 
soon as the German sea coast city. 


TUE SAMOAN FLEET. 
The Nipsic, which is supposed to be the 
American vessel referred to in the German 
publication, is rated as a wooden vessel of 
the third class, with six guns. The V an­ 
dalia and Trenton, which have doubtless 
reached Samoa by this time, are also 
wooden vessels, carrying eight and ten 
guus, respectively, and their main batter­ 
ies. Most of these guns are smooth-bores, 
but naval officers say tb at at short range 
and against unarm ored vessels, such as tne 
German gunboats now in Samoan waters, 
these cannon are just as efficient as the 
rifled ordnance. 
Unless the German gun­ 
boats have also been reinforced, the A m er­ 
ican fleet now at Apia is regarded as su­ 
perior in offensive power, as its vessels are 
fresh from the repairers, and their crews 
are strong in num ber. 


BLAINE SCOUTS IT AS A HOAX. 
W a s h in g to n . March 
8th. — Secretary 
Blaine this evening, in answer to an in ­ 
quiry, said the report of a conflict between 
German and United States war vessels at 
Samoa was. in his opinion, unw orthy of 
credence. H e regarded it as a mere stock­ 
jobbing rum or having no foundation. 


WILD AND DISCREDITED RUMORS. 
V' a s h in g to n , March 8th.—Various alarm - 
ing reports have been circulated to-night 
respecting the reported destruction of the 
United States steam er Nipsic at Samoa by 
the German man-of-war Olea, notw ith­ 
standing the State and Navy Department 
officials, as telegraphed to day, have heard 
nothing confirmatory of the report, and 
believe it to be untrue. 
One of these stories was that a special 
Cabinet meeting bad been called for to­ 
night to discuss the matter, confirmatory 
news of the report having been received 
at

late hour. 
This story was u t­ 
terly untrue. 
The German 
Minister, 
C tunt Arcovalley, ridicules the rum or. 
He says that on January 12:h last 
the 
German Chancellor cabled the German 
naval officers and German Consul at Samoa 
to cease hostilities and to protect the in ter­ 
ests of American cilizens in Samoa, and 
these orders must have reached the islands 
long before any conflict could have oc­ 
curred. 
It is believed here that all the stories are 
sensational inventions.

W b a t K in d ol’ a H ell Is It ? 
Can there he a heaven w ithout some­ 
thing like a hell? 
Aud if a hell, what 
kind of a hell? 
People are too willing 
now to talk vaguely about a celestial bliss, 
while putting out of thought infernal mis­ 
ery. 
It lias become hardly fair, hardly 
courteous, hardly serious to allude to tlie 
old antithesis to heaven. 
And yet, logi­ 
cally, heaven of any kiud necessarily im ­ 
plies a hell of some kind. 
It is prejiiister- 
ous to think that good and bad. Dives and 
Lazarus, those who have received good 
things and those who have received evil 
things, shall all share alike and be equally 
and eternally rewarded. The whole moral 
purpose of a future life would be perverted 
if Nero and Borgia, Titus Oates and Ro­ 
bespierre were at once to enter into eternal 
ldiss along w ith their innocent victims. 
For them and their like, and indeed for an 
enormous majority of the miserable h u ­ 
man race, as described by theologians and 
philosophers, there must be some kind of 
hell. 
And if hell, what kind of hell, with 
w hat kind of torments, and garrisoned and 
ruled by what kind of beings? 
A ndaré 
the infernal spirits to have a chief, and 
w hat kind of a chief, with what attributes, 
powers and lim its; those imagined by 
Dante or Milton, by 
Bunyan or 
bv 
K nox? 
And then if a heaven or a hell, if 
any kind of future happiness and future 
condemnation, there must be a judgm ent 
and a judge, and then an intercessor, or a 
m ediator of some kind and so forth. 
Now 
a vast body of acute and gentle minds, 
w ithin the churches :ls much as w it bout 
them, have in our days practically aban­ 
doned any definite and active belief in 
hell, eternal torment, devil and the whole 
machinery of the day of w rath and a place 
of torment.

L e o n , Nicaragua, February 17,1889. 
T h at ancient bone of contention, the 
Mosquito 
coast—which 
is 
hereabouts 
called by those who ought to know, Moa- 
quitia (pronounced Mos-kee-shi-ah, 
the 
accent on th e second syllable)— has occu 
pied the attention of Eurotiean nations, off 
and on, since away back in the seventeenth 
century. 
I t seem, rem arkable th a t the 
Government of her B ritannic Majesty, 
upon whose vast possessions “ the sun 
never sets,” should show so much more in­ 
terest in this insignificant bit of unhealthy 
const, in an out-of-the-way corner of Am er­ 
ica, than do the Americans themselves; 
hut such, nevertheless, has long been the 
case. 
The contested strip of N icaragua’s ter­ 
ritory, which is only about forty miles 
wide, was under the alleged protection of 
G reat B ritain from 1655 to 1850, when 
th a t rather un-A m erican document, the 
Bulwer-Clayton treaty, gave to England 
certain rights in her colony of Belize in 
exchange tor such claims as she had set 
up on this coast; and by the treaty of 
Managua, in 1860, England formally ceded 
her protectorate to Nicaragua. 
B ut the wrangle still goes on, almost 
unabated—not th a t there is now any just 
cause for it, but because these people must 
have som ething to wrangle about, and this 
much-gnawed bone will do as well as any 
other. 
First, let us sec where the long-contested 
strip is located. 
You will find it in the 
northeastern ¡Kirtlon ot Central America, 
bounded north and east by the Caribbean 
sea, south by Costa Kica, west by H ondu­ 
ras and southwest by Nicaragua. The San 
J uan river divides it from Costa Kica, and 
— including some disputed portions claimed 
by Costa Kica—M osquitia comprises an 
area of about 3-1000 square miles, at least 
th at is a fair average of the many estimates 
that have been made, for nobody seems to 
know exactly where the boundary line 
should be. 
The adjacent “Bay of Islands,” includ­ 
ing Kuatan, l "tila, ilonaca, etc., now be­ 
long to the Republic of Honduras, hut un­ 
til 1821 those islands formed part of the 
Spanish Yice-Rovalty of Guatemala. The 
earliest Spanish historians squandered a 
vast amount of tim e and ink in pointing 
out their importance, 
and 
subsequent 
events would indicated that they succeeded 
in impressing their ideas upon the world. 
In 1642 a party of English buccaneers took 
forcible possession ol the islands (then 
claimed by Spain), and held them more 
than half a century. 
In 1715 the Span­ 
iards made an attem pt to regain possession 
of them, and finally did so. only to find 
each once lovely island a barren waste 
covered w ith smoking ruins, for the free­ 
booters destroyed everything th a t could 
be burned or razed before taking their 
enforced departure. 
In 1742 England again seized the “ Bay 
of Islands,” and attem pted to take pos­ 
session of the whole eastern coast of Cen­ 
tral America. 
By th at time, however. 
Castilian blood was up, and Spain—al­ 
ways a proud nation—had then more 
ability’ to command respect than she can 
claim to-day. 
A war ensued, which was 
kept up at intervals during twenty years, 
mostly on the high seas, when a treaty’ of 
peace was at last concluded, by the pro­ 
visions of which England was bound to 
destroy all her fortifications in that region 
and withdraw her men. 
But wily Albion, relying on a secret 
reservation, afterward denied that K uatan 
was included in the treaty, and kept that 
island fortified more strongly than ever. 
W ar, of course, resulted, and during the 
course of it K uatan was seized by G uate­ 
mala. 
A new treaty was made in 1763, 
and Spain, desiring to protect herself from 
any future invasion by G reat Britain, pro­ 
vided th at the British should abandon all 
C entral America and all the islands de­ 
pendent upon it. 
It was by solemn treaty 
England surrendered all her claims to any 
¡■art of the American continent and its 
adjacent islands ; hut, notw ithstanding all 
this, she still held fast to little Kuatan, 
and she stuck to the jioint for three long 
years with perseverance worthy a lietter 
cause, w hile Spain raged in vain. 
A t 
length another treaty was patched up, by 
which England agTeed to evacuate all her 
jK>rts and possessions on the American 
continent and all its islands, w ithout any 
exceptions or reservations whatever. 
But 
in 1796, while Englaud and Spain were at 
war for other reasons, the English again 
crabbed Kuatan, hut soon gave it up to 
H onduras. 
In 1814 another treaty was 
entered into, precisely like that of 28 
years before, except th at now England 
gave the possessions to H onduras instead 
of to Spain, 
indeed, the chief business of 
the Powers in those days seems to have 
been the m aking of treaties aud the break­ 
ing of them. 
Again in 1843 Commodore Macdouald 
of the B ritish navy took possession of the 
islands, hauled down the flag of Honduras 
and hoisted that of E ngland; but hardly- 
had he turned his back upjn Kuatan when 
the British flag was taken down and the 
Union Jack displayed. 
Macdonald was 
removed from his post, and Britain— 
grown wiser concerning the m ight of her 
rebel daughter, the United States—repudi­ 
ated his conduct as unauthorized. 
Bv this 
action the Central American States natur­ 
ally imagined that Albion had concluded, 
at last, to abandon all claim to the long- 
oontested territory. 
But in that they were 
m istaken; and, lieing weak, they were 
obliged to submit. G reat Britain now 
asserts no claim over the Bay of Island, 
except so far as the claim is connected 
with Belize; and her rights there arc ques­ 
tionable, being based uj>on nothing hut an 
ancient treaty with Spain, which simply 
gave her license to cut wood in Honduras. 
After the discovery of gold in California, 
aud the consequent rush across the Isth­ 
mus, England—foreseeing that new at­ 
tem pts would be made to open an iuter- 
ooeanie ship canal (a scheme which had 
even then been talked of for three cen­ 
turies)—set on foot negotiations with the 
United States, through Lord Palmerston, 
for the formation of a treaty intended to 
circumscribe the genius of America and 
put a check upon the evident intention of 
th e United States to appropriate to herself 
the advantages of such a communication 
across the continent. The result was that 
celebrated convention of 1850, between tiie 
Hon. John M. Clayton, United .States Sec­ 
retary of State, aud the Right Honorable 
Sir H enry Bulwer, M inister Plenipoten­ 
tiary and Eftvov E xtraordinarv of G reat 
Britain at W ashington, and Member of 
H er Majesty's Most Honorable O rder cf 
the Bath. 
T he rem arkable prodigy which these 
national midwives introduced to the world 
is too well known to need reproduction. 
T he treaty hatched between them vaunt- 
inglv announced to the world that ail 
future disputes were settled in Central 
America, so far as the pretensions of Great 
B ritain in that quarter were concerned ; 
th at the “ Mosquito Question” was perma­ 
nently disposed of, aud the general welfare 
of all m ankind assured in a possible mode 
of communication between the oceans. 
T he only part of it, however, which had 
apolitical bearing, or which really touched 
the chief question in which the United 
States was interested—viz, the British ag­ 
gressions in Central America»— was Article 
1., which, stripped of its high-sounding 
phrases, amounts to nothing more than a 
dextrous play of words, that may be read 
backward or forward, as interest tnay dic­ 
tate. 
i t was blindly accepted by the 
1. nited States, however, under the belief 
that it term inated forever all British 
p.etensioas in Central A m erica; but only 
alioiu a veer after its lierfection « British 
man of-war appeared in tiie commodious 
liárbor of Kuatan, aud its Commander, 
i -i| tain Jolly, proceeded to organize that 
Í -l/.ud > s a d> pec.ignoy ot Bruize, or British 
jfimdura!*.

S u p e r f l u o u s K n o w l t d j e . 
There is really an amazingly wide dif­ 
ference between w hat passes currently for 
knowledge, and educational schemes are 
apt to he valuable or worthless in direct 
proportion to the extent to which they 
take this fact into account. 
W hoever has 
considered the subject must have been 
struck with the vast amount of m aterial 
which goes to make up our currieulums 
which is the most worthless of rubbish 
from 
an 
educational 
standpoint, and 
which were better elim inated. 
There are 
few branches taught in our schools to-day 
which could not advantageously be weeded 
pretty extensively, and in not a few in­ 
stances it would be found, after the weed­ 
ing was done, th at not a great deal re­ 
mained. 
T he commonest forms of superfluities in 
the branches commonly pursued is th at of 
details, which would lie of some value if 
the study were carried far enough, but 
which are alisoiutely valueless as it is. 
The names and places of the constellations 
are useful and valuable as a m atter of ce­ 
lestial geography to those who follow the 
study far enough really to need such aids 
in locating the heavenly bodies, but of 
what earthly use, interest or value is *t 
to the ordinary scholar ! 
Beyond a gen­ 
eral knowledge of the half-a-dozen con­ 
stellations which have by name a place in 
literature, the pupil does not even derive 
any satisfaction, even the most superficial, 
from the laboriouslv-learned and easily 
forgotten string of names which makes up 
so large a portion of the contents of most 
text-books on astronomy. 
The student who passes days, weeks and 
months in that busy idleness known as 
“ analyzing ” flowers has doubtless given 
the tim e to a pleasant and strictly moral 
form of amusement, but the mind would 
have been as well exercised, the results 
would have been as valuable, and the pro­ 
cess quite as pleasant and moral had the 
same labor been expended in solving the 
enigmas and riddles of the puzzle depart­ 
ment of a juvenile magazine. 
The chief 
difference would be th at in one case the 
learner might feel the distate arising from 
a forced task, and in th at case the odds 
would he in favor of the riddle-guessing, 
wherein the mind would act freely and 
spontaneously. 
The principle of modern education is ap­ 
parently to take the least possible quantity 
of knowledge, mix it with the largest ¡ios- 
sible quantity of superfluous matter, and 
then force it into the student’s brain by 
machinery. 
Of course th at the informa­ 
tion actually acquired in a given branch 
of study is not to be put to practical u-e is 
not in itself proof th at the course pursued 
is ustle?-. since the mental training and dis­ 
cipline gained may be the end sought. 
But this applies only to reasoning pro­ 
cesses and not to the dry accumulation of 
facts, the committing to memory of more 
or less elaborate trifles which have no sig­ 
nificance or use to the mind. 
In the end 
the inind retains only the significant, hut 
why should it waste so much valuable time 
and strength in acquiring the superfluous 
only to forget it.— Boston Gjurhr. '

In order to asi-ertain the influence of 
tight clothing upon the action of the heart 
daring exercise, a dozen young women con­ 
sented this summer to run 540 yards in 
their loose gymnasium garments, and then 
to run the same distance with corsets on. 
The running tim e was two minutes and 
thirty seconds for each person at each trial, 
and in order th at there should be no car­ 
diac excitement or depression following 
the first te-t, the second trial was made the 
following day. 
Before lieginning the run­ 
ning the average heart impulse was eighty- 
four beats tu the m inute; afterrunning the 
above-named distance the heart impulse 
was 152 beats to the m inute, the average 
natural waist 
girth being 
twenty-five 
inches. 
The next day corsets were worn during 
the exercise, and the average girth of waist 
was reduced to 24 inches. T he same distance 
was run in the same lim e by all, and imme­ 
diately afterward the average heart im­ 
pulse was found to he 168 beaLs per min­ 
ute. 
W hen 1 state th at 1 should feel my­ 
self justified in advising an athlete not to 
enter a running or rowing race whose 
heart impulse was 160 beats per minute 
after a little exercise, even though there 
were 
not 
the 
slightest 
evidence 
of 
disease, one can 
form 
some idea of 
the wear aud tear on this im portant 
organ, and the physiological loss entailed 
i:¡Hin the system iu women who force it to 
labor for over half their lives under such a 
disadvantage as the tight cor>et imposes.— 
Scribner's Magazine.

T he following interesting contribution 
to temperance literature is from the pen of 
Dr. M. Maurice, of St. Louis, and appear 
in th e Globe-Demount of th at city : 
About ISIS a Boston gentleman wrote an 
article on the abuse of liquors at funerals, 
showing how it led to indecencies and pre­ 
vented any advantage from religious exer­ 
cises. 
H e wrote soon after another com­ 
munication concerning ofiering liquors to 
ministers, a practice then quite common 
and often disastrous. These documents had 
considerable influence. 
In 1812 a team ster partially intoxicated 
fell under th e wheels of his wagon and was 
crushed. 
A nother tending a coal pit be­ 
came drunk and laid down, when he wits 
burned to death. 
These events led to two 
discourses of great power by Lyman Beecher 
on the wretchedness of intem perate men, 
and hotv to get free, and how to prevent 
others from becoming drunkards. 
The 
means, it was shown, must be abstinence 
from the u«e of intoxicants. This was new 
doctrine and most startling. It caused vast 
talk all over the land, and the conviction 
of the truth of the idea was very generally 
accepted. 
In 1825 the first temperance tract was 
nublished, entitled “ The AVell-conducted 
Farm ,” showing th at abstinence enabled 
the workman to be better nourished, to 
perform his labor with greater ease, to have 
a mind for his work, and to carry away his 
wages for him self and fam ily; th a t absti 
nence was equally advantageous to the em­ 
ployer because he got better work d o n e; 
cattle and horses were more kindly treated, 
tools were better cared for, aud the men 
more respectful and friendly. 
T he agitation was very general, and the 
hope was strong th at the living generation 
of drunkards having passed away, any 
further drinking m ight be stopped. 
They 
hoped to establish the nation in sobriety, 
T he argum ents broadened out, asserting 
th at temperance would save a vast amount 
of property, remove one of the principal 
causes of pauperism and crime, disease, in­ 
sanity and d e a th ; one of the greatest dan­ 
gers to our free institutions, and one of the 
m ightiest obstructions to religion. 
The famous Dr. John W are, of Boston, 
said: 
“It is an impression among laboring 
meu th at ardent spirits, if not absolutely 
necessary, are at least of great importance 
as a support during labor, and th at mod­ 
erately used they are salutary; or at least 
innocent. 
No opinion can be more fatally 
false. 
None labor so constantly, with so 
little exhaustion and endure so well hard­ 
ships and exposure as those who totally 
abstain.” 
Dr. Darwin said th a t chronic 
diseases arose from the use of ardent 
spirits and tended to become hereditary. 
Statistics began to be accumulated. 
It 
was found th at of 781 maniacs in two hos­ 
pitals iu G reat B ritain 392 were made 
such by intemperance. 
The proportion 
was about the same in American hospitals. 
Dr. W illan said th at “the use of liquors in 
large cities produced more diseases than 
confined 
air, unwholesome exhalations, 
and the combined influence of ail other 
evils.” 
Dr. Rush, of Philadelphia, in­ 
sisted th at “men in all kinds of business 
would be better w ithout the use of spirit­ 
uous liquors, and there are but few cases 
where they can be prescribed without 
essential injury.” 
In 1826 the American Temperance So­ 
ciety was form al, on the principle of total 
abstinence, and im mediately after, iu the 
same year, the first paper devoted to the 
cause of temperance was established iu 
Boston, entitled the National Philanthropist. 
It bore for a motto, “Temperate drinking 
is the down-hill road to internperancc.” 
Branch societies were formed very soon 
atter, and temperance literature m ultiplied. 
In 1827 the Massachusetts society could 
report th at it was becoming unfashionable 
to drink intoxicating liquors in decent 
company, and it was no longer considered 
a necessary mark of hospitality to ofler 
them. 
Many large establishments ceased 
to furnish liquors to their laborers. Farm ­ 
ers were refusing to have them in their 
hay and harvest fields. 
The eflect was 
better than anticipated. 
Ship Captains 
caught the reform and flung overboard all 
intoxicants. 
“One Captain refused grog 
on an India voyage, and all the men came 
home in fine health.” 
One of the largest 
New Jersey foundries tried the experi­ 
ment. 
“The furnace went in to blast in 
A pril and continued until October. 
All 
employes had tiie best of health during the 
whole season, and went home w ith better 
health and fuller purposes than ever be­ 
fore.” 
In two years the use of intoxicant- 
fell oft’in many towns to one-fourth, anil 
even one-sixteenth of the former sales. 
Ecclesiastical bodies began to pass resolu­ 
tions favoringthe movement. Churches dis- 
cu-sed it, and in some cases took a pledge 
unanimously. 
The clergy, as a rule, gave 
up gin and whisky. 
Medical societies in­ 
dorsed abstinence, as a rule. 
M ilitary 
companies followed on the same line. Even 
the lawyers of several counties in Massa­ 
chusetts, and the Legislature of New 
Hampshire, voted to abstain.” 
By the beginning of 1830 there were 
formed more than 2.000 total abstinence 
societies, embracing more than 200,000 
roemliers. 
The reform began also to show 
in the way of large numbers of reformed 
drunkards restoring to respectability and 
to happy homes. 
The contrast was so 
marked th at it preached louder than all 
other agem ies combined. 
Estim ates were 
also made of savings hv abstinence. 
In 
one Vermont town 88,000 was saved by 
those who had been accustomed to drink. 
T he hill of m ortality was reduced one- 
third in some large towns, and through all 
New England at least one-fourth. 
The 
result was startling to a degree we can not 
now estimate. 
In 1829 the new reform caught across 
the ocean, and the first society was form al 
in New Ross Island. 
This was owing to 
a letter from Kev. Joseph I’enny, afterward 
President of Ham ilton College. 
Before 
the close of the year there was 14,000 
members of alwtinence societies iu Hcot- 
land and Ireland. 
Our Southern States 
and W estern were now thoroughly alive 
to the work, and the Government at W ash­ 
ington lent it w hat aid It could. 
Pres­ 
ident Jackson gave it as his opinion that 
drinking habits were decreased one-half. 
The Secretary of W ar stated that deser­ 
tions were mainly caused by whisky, as 
well as most of the sickness among soldiers. 
He therefore cut off whisky from the ra­ 
tions. 
For the first tim e in the history of 
the country shijs, began to sail w ithout 
ardent spirits, and tjie num ber of wrecks 
decreased one-half. 
Crime decreased and 
the general tone of society began thatchange 
which has gone 
on ever sine», from 
coarse and rioting behavior to orderly re­ 
finement. 
It was not long before th e young 
]>eople of native American families were 
very generally brought under the influence 
of the new ideas, 
kqiecial efliirts were made 
to alucate, and children’s tem perance so­ 
cieties existed in almost every school dis­ 
trict. 
M onthly meetings were held in 


sc ’iio d ! houses to discuss and listen to those 
who were converted from m aking aud sell­ 
ing or from using. 
A few stubborn m er­ 
chants were, hovever, found everywhere 
who preferred gain to a clear conscience. 
The estimate of liquor consumed in the 
U nited States j»er head by adults was over 
one pint a day. 
So far there had been a great deal of zeal 
and activity, but a rem arkable aliseoce of 
bigotry and fanaticism. 
Everything was 
made to depend on education and the pub­ 
lication of facts. 
T he only prohibition 
heard of was the effort tu prohibit sutlers 
from dealing out ardeuts 
to 
soldiers. 
Piiysyetans were everywhere peculiarly 
prom inent in the reform. 
Some rem ark­ 
able and perm anently valuable documents 
were published from Dr. Sewell, Dr. Car­ 
ter, Dr. H ale and others of the mo-t 
famous men of the age. 
I» it the most celé­ 
brala! document of the time came from 
Dublin. 
It was brief, and ran as follows: 
“ Me, the undersigned, hereby declare 
that, iu onr opinion nothing would tend so 
much to the improvement of the health of 
the community as a:t entire disuse of 
ard tu t spirit;.” 
It w o signed by W ilmot, 1 


Chevne, Jackson, Crampton, Marsh, Coll­ 
ins, Osborne and some fifty others of the 
leading surgeons, professors of medical 
colleges aud physicians. 
Sim ilar docu­ 
ments came from Glasgow, London and 
our American cities. 
Some curious incidents occurred in these 
early days of the struggle. 
D uring the 
cholera visitation of ’32 the Board o 
H ealth ot W ashington, under direction of 
the famous W m. W irt, Attorney-General, 
declared th at “the vending of ardent 
spirit, in whatever quantity, is considered 
a nuisance, and as such is directed to be 
discontinued for 
the 
space 
of niuety 
days.” 
Lewis Cass, as Secretary of W ar, 
in 1832, ordered spirit to be no longer 
issued in any fort, camp or garrison, nor 
sold by any sutler to troops; and as a sub­ 
stitute. with every hundred rations eight 
ixiunds of sugar and four pounds of coffee. 
W hen the cholera raged iu many towns it 
absolutely put an end to the sale of intox­ 
icants, tor the rumsellers ran away to a 
man. 
The statem ent was made, and at 
least in part verified, th at while one in 
sixty d ia l of those who habitually used 
liquors, only one in twenty-five hundred 
died of total abstainers. 
T his show of fig­ 
ures was not based probably on a suffi­ 
ciently wide collection of data, but it was 
not far from correct. 
In Albany, w ith a 
populutiou then of 25,000, theie were but 
two deaths of members ot the temperance 
societies, but 336 others. 
The earliest 
public speech of Benjamin F . B utler with 
which 1 am acquainted was delivered in 
favor ol the abstinence movement iu 1834. 
H e said : “O ur aim is not to save one, nor 
fifty, but thousands, and tens of thousands, 
from the drunkard’s fate. 
Shall we not, 
one anil all, henceforth and forever, deem 
it not merely a duty, but happiness and 
honor, to be fellow-laborers iu a work so 
benevolent and sublim e?” 
in 1835 the following address from 
thirty mechanics who were drunkards was 
issued in G reat B ritain : “Tipplers, drunk­ 
ards and backsliders!—Friends: You are 
miserable and wretehed, both iu body, 
soul and circumstances. 
Your families 
and friends are suffering through your 
folly. 
You have no peace here and can 
have no peace hereafter. 
Aud all tiiis 
proceeds from the delusive, maddening 
habit of drinking intoxicating liquors. 
You are told th at these liquors do you 
good. 
It is a falsehood, invented and 
propagated for the purpose of getting 
your money. 
Judge of the good they 
have done by the eflect which they have 
produced 
on 
yourselves 
and 
others. 
Friends! We were once drunkards. 
We 
are now happy. 
Our wives are comforta­ 
ble ; our children are provided to r ; we 
are better in health, better in circum­ 
stances. 
We have seen our delusion, and 
we now drink neither ale, wine, gin, rum 
uor braudy. 
There is no safety for you, 
nor us, but in giving it up entirely.” 
The argum ent for abstinence was so far, 
universally, th at moderate drinkers could 
not safely go half way and be sure of stop­ 
ping th ere; th at drunkards were not safe 
w ith even a drop, and, as for temperance 
people in general, they should abstain as 
an example and encouragement to the 
weaker. 
T he argum ent was fair, manly 
and noble. 
It stands good forever that a 
good citizen will do nuthiug—even “drink 
wine or eat meat if it make his brother 
oflbnd.” 
But by this time, 1835, the cause began 
to be overloaded w ith cranks and conceited 
fanatics; and among the lecturers were all 
the scamps with glib tongues who found it 
an easy way to make money. 
Lecherous 
scoundrels, and men far from being honest 
or temperate, paraded the country either 
as reformed drunkards or as laborers in the 
cause. 
It was not easy to sift them out or 
get rid of them. 
These men set the ex­ 
maple of retailing very disgusting details, 
and exaggerations and lies. 
T heir statis­ 
tics were manufactured to order. 
They 
assailed every one who did not do their 
bidding and aid them in fleecing the peo­ 
ple. 
T heir vituperations were horrible 
and created reaction. 
W hisky-selling was 
decent by contrast. The “ reformed drunk­ 
ard ” as a lecturer and postulant has al­ 
ways been a suspicious character aud almost 
always a fraud. 
About this time, also, the work took an­ 
other turn—or, rather, somewhat before 
this. 
The American Temperance Society 
at the start took the ground th at to drink 
ardent spirits was morally wrong. 
The 
next position taken by the society was 
tiiat it is wicked to make ardent spirit or 
to furnish it to he drunk by others. 
Both 
these points were successfully sustaiued, 
aud the public opinion of all the land was 
with them. 
W hole counties put an end to 
the sale. 
Churches were very generally 
won over, and there were already 6,000 
temperance societies, w ith over 1,000,000 
members. 
It was plum ply put down as a 
sin to tem pt our neighbor to drink that 
which would injure him . 
In 1833 the 
societies came, as they said, to the next 
point: 
“ The next tiling to be accom­ 
plished is by the universal diffusion of in­ 
formation, and tiie exertion of kind moral 
influence to produce throughout the com­ 
m unity the conviction th at the laws which 
authorize the traffic 
in 
ardent 
spirit 
as 
drink, by licensing men to pursue it, 
are morally wrong. 
As such laws are 
morally wrong, they never can be politi­ 
cally right, or beneficial, or expedient. 
The authorizing of men by law to traffic 
in ardent spirits as a drink is inconsistent 
with the temperance of the community. 
Laws which authorize the licensing of men 
to traffic in ardent spirits violate the first 
principles of political economy, and are 
highly injurious to the wealth of a na­ 
tion.” 
This was the tone of the first ef­ 
fort made to modify laws and influence 
legislation. 
It was tem perate, just aud 
judicious. 
It looked to alucatioo, and an 
appeal to the moral sense. 
It kept the 
ranks together. 
But the road was opened, and the rag­ 
tag of frauds rushed in to lay schemes, 
abuse and violate all laws of common 
sense. 
Fortunately at this point began 
the great crusade of F ather Mathew. 
In 
1838 he organized the first society at Cork, 
and then went to and fro over Ireland and 
England, and iu 
1841 over America, 
preaching the gospel of temperance with 
astonishing power. 
H e was not out of the 
field when John B. Gough, in 1843, com­ 
menced his famous career. 
For forty 
years Gough was a public advocate of ab­ 
stinence; but for half th at tim e he was 
not solely devoted to that work. 
From 
1835 to about 1850 the question of prohi­ 
bition was in abeyance. 
B ut there a vast 
deal of local legislating on the subject. In 
1851 M aine passed her famous “ Maine 
liquor law,” prohibitiuz the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liquors as a beverage. 
Has the 
cause of abstinence from th at day gained 
an inch? 
Several States have passed pro­ 
hibitory laws, and in most cases th e /h a v e 
lieen atirogated or constantly quarreled 
over. 
It has been found impossible to 
literally enforce them, although in some 
sections 
they 
have been 
measurably 
successful 
in 
closing 
bars, if 
not en­ 
tirely abolishing the sale. 
The State of 
New York passed a law of the sort, and in 
1854 electal a temperance Governor by a 
majority of 200. 
Tiie law was defied and 
broken down by Mayor Wood in New 
York City. 
F u rth er attem pts were vetoed 
by Governor Seymour. 
The history of 
the conle-A in M ichigan is specially in ­ 
structive. 
It was in a part of the State so 
far enforced 
that, to retaliate, 
hotels 
closed their doors and left the traveling 
public to private entertainm ent. 
General 
business 
stagnated. 
H undreds 
of men 
were made antagonistic aud not a few 
drank as often as possible who had not 
before been accustomed to touch liquors. 
W hat wat accomplished? 
T he whole 
American public Was permeated with a 
conviction th at drunkenness is a shame. 
Before, intoxication was looked on as a 
joke. 
The 
American 
home was made 
a 
temperance home 
everyw here; 
and 
liquors were no more kept on side-boards 
arid offered to guests. 
American children 
as a rule grew up temperate. 
Society was 
refined, churches made honest and bois­ 
terous rioting confined to very backwoods 
settlements. 
B ut the va.-t increase of im ­ 
migration ¡m ural in yearly, 100,000, 200,­ 
000 aud fiually 700,000 foreigners, of whom 
not one-te:ith are abstainers. 
Of these 
the larger part have no moral sense that 
prevents them 
from 
becoming saloon- 
kc-pers. 
The present frontage of iutem- 
j. : aiu'e is a'.wist purely foreign-'oorn. The 
s.-1 on is not a native institution. 
The 
pressure of prohibition has m iue 
tiie 
saloon more powerful a* u ouree of sup­ 
plying votes. 
It inis brought the refor­ 
mation face to 1".; 'e with the saloon; and 
the saloon has conquered.

Tnese new gar­

W e have pretty generally adopted* the

the 
trousseau 
includes, 
be­ 
sides the personal apparel of the bride, a 
full supply of household linen. 
In G er­ 
many, and in many parts of France, the 
thrifty and far-seeing m other begins to 
treasure linens for the daughter still tod­ 
dling in her creepers, adding to them year 
by year, until upon the approach of her 
marriage day the ancient chest reveals a 
plentiful store, so gradually aceum uiatol 
that the attendant expense has scarcely 
been felt. 
A trousseau, when provided by A m eri­ 
can parents in ordinarily comfortable cir­ 
cumstances, should by a 'l mean* contain 
both household linen and personal apparel 
in quality and quantity sufficient to last at 
least a year or two. 
Household linens 
may be divided into three classes—1 ed 
linen, table linen and kitchen linen. 
Dining-room and kitchen will be mod­ 
erately well supplied w ith eight to twelve 
table cloths of var'tal length, two to three 
dozen napkins, a dozen doilies, half a 
dozen tray cloths, four to six long strips of 
linen known as table runners, to be used 
instead of K19 old style table mats, a dozen 
dish towels, as many more of softer mate­ 
rial for glass towels, and half a dozen 
roller towels. 
Two dozen towels, a dozen sheets, two or 
three w hite bed spreads of honey-comb va­ 
riety, a heavier one to be used as a coun­ 
terpane, a dozen pairs of pillow slips, a 
wadded, or, if possible, an eider down 
quilt, a pair of pillow shams and a blanket 
will answer for bed linen. 
Square pillow 
slips can be plainly hemmed and arranged 
to button over the pillow. 
Long ones re­ 
quire trim m ing of some kind on tiie open 
end, and must be cut long enough to hang 
below the pillow. 
These cut more nd- 
vautageonsl / and require but one side 
seam when made from five-quarter muslin. 
Such a stock of household linen can be 
obtained in good quality for from seventy- 
live to one hundred dollars: with ordinary 
usage and ordinary care the young house­ 
keeper will require no new linen- for at 
least four or five years, excepting, perhaps, 
kitchen linen. 


THE MARKING OF THE LINEN. 
It is customary to mark all the articles 
in the trousseau. "While a few mark every­ 
thing with the initials of the bride’s 
maiden name, others again prefer the 
initial of the groom’s family name. Usually 
a monogram, like J . M. B., for John and 
M ary Brown, or the three initials, alone, 
are used on household linen, and M., or M. 
B., appears on personal linen. 
K itchen 
linen is m arked with a single letter in cross 
stitch worked in red m arking cotton. 
The letters on table aud bed linen should 
always be w hite, worked in satin stitch em­ 
broidery over a solid filling. They are usu­ 
ally from two to three inches in length on 
everything except the napkins. 
On these 
the letters must be sim ilar in style, but a 
size or t wo smaller. 
Fanciful letters are no 
longer used. 
W hether script, old English, 
or Latin text be employed, they are con­ 
sidered more effective if severely plain. 
Towels w ith 
colored 
borders may be 
worked with white, or w ith flax threads of 
harmonizing shade. 
W hether the monogram, the group of 
three letters, or the single letter is chosen, 
it is usually embroidered in two places on 
tablecloths which measure three yards or 
over. 
Find the center of the cloth by 
folding crosswise and lengthwise. 
Each 
set of letters should he placed on the 
lengthwise fold, and each one should be 
fourteen to sixteen inches from the center. 
There will now he about three-quarters of 
a yard between th e two sets of letters, but 
if this space be considered too small for a 
center piece, it can be lengthened to suit. 
Each set of letters will now be in a con­ 
spicuous place ut>on the table but they 
must lie so placed th at looking toward the 
center from the foot, as well as from the 
head cf the table, one can read them at a 
glance. 
Smaller tablecloths are marked about 
ten inches above the hem, and equidistant 
from the two corners on one side. 
N ap­ 
kins, tray cloths and doilies are marked in 
one corner. 
Sheets are marked about ten 
inches below the center of the upper hem. 
In m aking up the bed the upper sheet is 
laid with its right side downward, and when 
foldal back over the quilt it assumes its 
proper appearance. The initials must stand 
with their base toward the hem. Square pil­ 
low cases are m arked in the middle, about 
two inches from the top. 
On long ones 
the letters run parallel with the hem. 
These long slips must be marked in pairs 
so th at when in use the initials on the one 
will be to the right and those on the other 
to the left. 
Towels are m arked on their 
lengthwise fold, about two inches above 
the border. 


FOR A DAINTY BED. 
For those who like a dainty bed and 
who desire the upper sheet to harmonize 
with the embroidered or lace-trim m al 
pillow-slips comes w hat is known as the 
sham sheet. 
It is ten quarters wide and 
four to five quarters long. 
I t is trim med 
only on one of the two long sides, the other 
one and the two short sides being left 
plain. 
Like the pillow-slip.s, they may be 
edged with lace or Ham burg edging, lie 
hem stitched or seal hoped out with button­ 
hole stitch, or he da-orated with a border 
of drawn-work, of fine tucks, of insertion, 
of heavy brier-stitching, or a combination 
of all of them. 
These are invariably 
m arked with a monogram or the three 
initials iu the middle, just above the 
trim m ing. 
They are usually pinned or 
basted to the upper side of the white 
spread, and turned back upon it. 
W hile 
they are an improvement to any bed, they 
im parl an air of luxury to the sick-bed, 
and are a source of pleasure and satisfac­ 
tion to the invalid. 
W hile the embroidered lied sets are not 
necessary to the trousseau, they are cer­ 
tainly desirable, and three sets m ight well 
be providal. 
A dainty trim m ing for such 
a set, and one comparatively inexpensive, 
is a scalloped edge, from under which 
projects linen lace, and two rows of brier- 
stitehing worked in heavy crochet cotton. 
The lace, which was about two and a half 
inches wide, had been basted w ithout full­ 
ness on the under side of th q scallops, on a 
line just below their inner points. 
The 
scallops were then worked through lioth 
linen (or muslin) and laee. 
The linen 
was then carefully cut away from the scal­ 
lops w ithout injury to the lace, as was also 
the selvage of the latter where it still 
showed beneath the scallops on their inner 
curve. 
W hen finished it was hard to tell 
how the Ijge had been put on. 
W hen 
pillow cases are usal which have open 
work insertion, it is advisable to cover the 
lower half of the pillow w ith white, blue 
or pinksilesin. in order to hide the stripes 
i of the ticking. 
Pillow shams and their 
I accompanying cross-pieces 
are 
marked 
I with a monogram or the initial of the last 
j name, worked in a large ornam ental letter. 


GOWN’S AND UNDERCLOTHING.

side wraps according to the season, a bon­ 
net, a round hat, two pairs of shoes, a pair 
of slipjiers and three pairs of gloves, will 
answer all requirem ents for a bride in 
moderate ■ ircua.stamvs.

intended will not possess a tea gown of 
plush and laze, but she will find a more 
rea! pleasure 111 the 
one of cashmere 
with its surah silk front, which no doubt 
will far more suitably harmonize with her 
surroundings and with tiie rest of her at­ 
tire. 
H er morning w rapper may be of 
flannel or of cheviot, witli collar and cuffs 
of velvet; her dresses will be both service­ 
able and presentable if made of serge or 
m ohair or H enrietta. 
W ith good manage­ 
ment, old garm ents may be cleaned and 
turned and made 
over 
into morning 
dresses or into wrappers. 
1 have seen 
cheap challis which had already dune good 
service during two seasons tranformed into 
a wrapper which looked like new.

old drapery formed a shirred s k irt; the 
basque back was retained, aud the skirt 
back was shirred below its waist line.

effect, and a bodice starting at the under 
arm seam concealed the seam at the waist 
line necessary to produce the required 
length. 
A worn-out wash arcs*, or one of wool,

Norfolk jacket and a plain gathered skirt. 
Such a house dress, with a linen collar, is 
at once neat ar.d convenient for the young 
housekeeper who is obliged to do all or 
even piart of her housework, and who de­ 
sires to save her wrapper from soil or hard 
usage. 
W hile there is 110 lim it beyond that of 
money and common sen-e to the number 
of personal garm ents a fond m other may 
provide for her daughter, it is useless to 
give so many that they grow old-fashioned 
long before they can be worn out.

other hand, household linens may have 
the dozen m ultiplied 
another 
dozen; 
cios.ets and chests may overflow, but at 
one tim e or another they will prove use­ 
ful, for under the manipulations of the 
laundress their number sadly but percepti­ 
bly dwindles with a rapidity which would 
horrify the housewife of “ ye olden tvme,” 
but to which we of to-day are forced to 
inure ourselves.— Philadelphia Press.

have not been the result of party politics in 
prison management. There is not a citi­ 
zen of the 8tate possessing sufficient intel­ 
lectual capacity to count ten, who could be 
made to believe that story. As we have 
already said, a change will come in the 
direction indicated by the Ohronidc, when a 
State administration is established great 
enough and strong enough to resist the ar­ 
rogance of party bosses, the importunities 
of political leaders, the rapacity of the 
venal element in part}- politics, and the 
desire for personal political promotion. 
Such an administration will establish and 
maintain a prison system as designed by 
the Constitution, or, in short, will support 
the Constitution of the State in accordance 
with those higher dictates of conscience 
which remember and revere the obliga­ 
tions imposed by the oath of office. 


STATES PR I80NS IN POLITICS. 


Iti a recent is3ue, the Chronicle has some 
very sensible remarks on the subject of 
Slate’s Prisons in politics. It says: “It 
hss become apparent that politics, and 
rank partisan politics at that, have found 
their way into prison management.” It 
finds that the hand of the bosses is found 
in more places than one, and continues, 
“The result of this prison investigation, 
v aether the accused be convicted or ac­ 
quitted, should be to divorce the prisons 
from politics.” The existing Constitution 
of California, in the formation of which 
the Chronicle had so large a share, designed 
to remove the prisons from political influ­ 
ence. The clause of the Constitution con­ 
cerning the prisons was borrowed from the 
platform of a Prison Reform Convention, 
held tn New York in the year preceding 
that in which the Constitution was framed. 
Tne words of the Constitution itself were 
a literal quotation from that platform. The 
Constitution provided that a State Board of 
Prison Directors, consisting of five persons, 
should be appointed by the Governor, with 
■-ie advice and consent of the Senate, who 
should hold office for ten years : that this 
Board of Directors should appoint the 
Vvarden and Clerk, and determine the 
other necessary officers of the prison: that 
the Board should have the power to re­ 
move the Wardens and Clerks for miscon­ 
duct, incomperency, or neglect of duty; 
tirat ail other officers and employes should 
be appointed by the Warden, and be re­ 
moved 
at 
his pleasure. 
The outline 
of this system is a Board of Direct- 
t rs appointed by 
the Governor, con­ 
firmed 
by the 
Senate, with a long 
tenure ofoflice, to wit, ten years; the Board 
to appoint the Warden and Clerk only, and 
ceteriu’.ne the other necessary officers of 
the prison; the Board to have the power to 
remove the Warden and Clerk for miscon­ 
duct, incompetency, or neglect of duty; 
and aii subordinate clerks to be appointed 
by the Warden and to be removable at his 
pleasure. 
Ten years embraces two and a half Gu­ 
bernatorial terms. This Constitution was 
adopted by the people of California in 1880, 
aad went into practical eflect, say in 1881, 
or eight years ago. The average tenure of 
office of the Board of Directors has been 
abont two years, possibly two and a half. 
A! the very outset and under a Republican 
administration, a full Board of Republicans 
was appointed, and those Republicans pro­ 
ceeded to displace 
every Democrat in 
charge of the prison, with scarcely an ex­ 
ception. They appointed a Warden, who 
in turn discharged sixtv-tive guards in two 
weeks from San Quentin, and filled their 
pia ies with sixty-five Republicans, selected 
by members of the Senate and the party 
boss, and in all other respects endeavored 
to place the prison as close to party politics 
as it was possible to do. In a campaign en- 
s .int. every person connected with the 
prison was required to pay tribute to the 
Republican party. 
That administration 
lasted th re e years and was succeeded 
by a Democratic 
administration. 
In 
a sbo-t time 
the complexion of the 
Board of Directors 
was 
changed by 
a 
legislative investigation, 
a conven­ 
ient and scoundrelly tnethed of finding 
an ap fogy for political trickery. 
The 
Democratic board removed the Republican 
Warden at Sou Quentin, retaining a Re­ 
publican at Folsom, and under Democrats 
administration the old vices were repeated 
A Demo, ralic Governor beiug in office, the 
salaries and perquisites of the prison of­ 
ficials were made tributary to the Demo­ 
cratic party politics. Iu the following elec­ 
to»:! t. Denrocral was elected Governor and 
a Republican Lieutenaut-Governor. 
The 
u.± e o i .¡me vacant by death, the Lieuten­ 
ant Governor became Governor, and in a 
very sto :• time two Democrats were re­ 
m o v ed from the Board. Their places were 
filled with men wbo immediately placed a 
Republican in charge of the principal 
prison of tbeState, and a Democrat iu charge 
of the branch prison. 
The investigatiuii 
now in progress discloses the state of 
atlii rs commented upon by the Chronicle. 
wbeu it says that “ It haH become apparent 
that po'.uics, and rank partisan politics at 
that, have found their way into prison 
management. 
The hand of the bosses is 
seen in more places than one, and there has 
been an evident desire on the part of cer­ 
tain officials to keeji on good terms with 
the men who, to 80 great an extent, shape 
the destinies of the two great political 
parties in tbis State.” 
That the investiga­ 
tion at tbis stage has irretrievably disclosed 
tbis state of aflairs will not be denied by 
any candid mind. 
It has proved that the 
Constitution has been violated, or what is 
the equivalent of violation, it has been 
subverted. 
The theory oi making the 
State Prisons independent of politics by 
giving to the Board a ten year tenure 
of office, and by giving them the constitu­ 
tional prerogative of appointing the War­ 
den, and leaving to the Warden the ap­ 
pointment of all other officers, and the 
removal of such officers at the pleasure of 
the Warden, has been nullified, grossly dis­ 
regarded, or, in short, has been violated 
and subverted. This is a sober statement 
of fact, and the constitutional outline of a 
penal system will go mtoefiect just so soon 
as tbe people elect an administration which 
will manifest respect for the provisions of 
the organic law. 
With each recurring 
change of political administration in the 
State a change in tbe political complexion 
of the penitentiaries of the State follows. 
Tbis is not the result of accident; it is the 
resalt of design. Under the first adminis­ 
tration after the adoption of the new Con­ 
stitution the prisons were officered with 
Republicans, because they were Repub­ 
licans ; because they had performed party 
service—regular campaign service upon 
State and County Central Committees. 
Their positions were a reward for political 
fealty. Three years later, when the Demo­ 
crats came iuto power, and supplanted 
these Republicans with Democrats, that 
revolution was wrought simply for party 
reasons. Now that a Republican adminis­ 
tration dominates tbe State. Republican 
ascendancy is shown, and for like reasons. 
The present WTarden of San Quentin under 
examination admits, both in the letters he 
has written and in his oral testimony, that 
the official patronage under him has been 
controlled by the bosses. He has, therefore, 
abdicated the constitutional 
prerogative 
vested in him of appointing the officers of 
the prison, and of removing them at his 
pleasure. He has admitted that bis pleas­ 
ure cats but a small figure in the mutter. 
It is simply puling, contemptible hypocrisy 
to pretend that the political mutatiins 
concerning tbe prison, which take place 
with each change of S ate administration, 


ERICSSON. 


The death of John Ericsson removes 
from this stage of action one of the most 
eminent of the men who have made the 
records of inventive art brilliant by their 
genius. The American people were proud 
of Ericsson, and they have but one regret 
concerning him—that he was not born an 
American. His achievements in steam en­ 
gineering early won him rtnown, and 
were supplemented by his success in the 
construction of locomotives, in caloric en­ 
gines, and in the invention and application 
of the screw propeller to navigation. But 
it was left for the crown of his triumphs 
that he revolutionized warfare by the in­ 
vention of turreted ironclad war vessels. 
By that achievement he became a savior of 
the Union of sovereign States in sending 
the Monitor to confront and successfully 
throttle the least defensible of all rebell­ 
ions. 
It is a strange fact in his history 
that the most notable of his inventions’ 
that which sent wooden-walled ships to 
the dockyards for permanent retiracy in 
time of war and substituted ribs and cases 
of steel and iron, when first brought to 
public notice was received with doubts that 
amounted to rejection, and the proposition 
for turreted war-boats actually went beg. 
ging in the courts of Europe, as did 
the screw propellor he invented nearly two 
decades before. But when later, in 1861, 
he presented the turret scheme to the 
United States Government it was exam­ 
ined into and approved, and within the 
briefest space of time in which a war ves­ 
sel was ever constructed, the genius of 
Ericsson was realized and took palpable 
form as “The Monitor.” 
It is simple 
truth to say that that achievement was the 
most potential naval influence that oper­ 
ated to the defeat of the Confederates. 
Ericsson subsequently constructed an iron 
ship-of-war, “The Destroyer,” with sub­ 
marine armament and ability to throw the 
heaviest projectile known, and which, 
while as yet an experiment, wiil unques­ 
tionably eclipse in importance the produc­ 
tion of the monitors. In the death of such 
a man the world loses a great captain, but 
it gained by his life imperishable resnlts of 
a marvelous genius. 


THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


It is evident from activities that ill- 
conceal their purpose and their animosity 
to its head, that a desperate, apparently 
adroit and concerted effort is being made 
to defeat tbe Republican city ticket next 
Tuesday.

He, too, is a citizen 
above reproach, clean in his life, a hard­ 
working mechanic, who knows what hon­ 
est labor is, and what its due reward. All 
the other candidates have been triYd and 
proved faithful and competen). A¡. these 
men are loyal to the principles that under­ 
lie the Republican party, and hence the 
appeal is strong to party men to stand by 
them. But above and beyond that, since 
we hold that in municipal affairs compe­ 
tency and trustworthiness stand foremost, 
the ticket is thoroughly representative, 
thoroughly reliable, and promises to the 
city all that worth and ability and even­ 
handed justice can stand for. 
Cilizens 
sh uld not be led astray by seeming agita­ 
tions. The questions for them to settle in 
their minds are, “Can the Republican nom­ 
inees be trusted to well administer munic­ 
ipal affairs? To fairly judge between tbe 
people ? To abide by and enforce the laws ? 
To conserve the best interests of the city 
and all the citizens?” There can be no 
negative response to these self-interroga­ 
tions by the thinking man. 


TAKING CARE OF ITSELF. 


A Southern paper shouts loudly to the 
Inter-Ocean to cease troubling about the 
wrongs of tbe negro in the South and at­ 
tend to the “ White Caps” at the North. It 
adds: "We can take care of ourselves.” 
Whereat the Inter-Ocean shouts back in 
leaded columns: “Why don’t you do it, 
then?” That is the question, and it covers 
the whole subject-matter. The South dots 
not take care of itself—it is too busy pre­ 
venting negro voters from taking care of 
themselves politically, and as a resalt both 
deplorably suffer. 
The “ White Caps” do 
not represent the prevailing social condi­ 
tion in either of the two States where they 
have appeared, nor are they in any sense 
political. But intimidutioD of voters, vote 
repression and suppiession are things that 
at the South reflect both a social and polit­ 
ical dominating sentiment—the first not 
opposed as is the latter to the law. The 
Southern States, as well as the Northern 
by a compact are pledged to maintain 
republican 
forms 
of 
government, to 
make 
them 
something 
more 
than 
firm s—to 
give 
the 
people, and all 
the people the benefits of such government 
in the full and broad sense of the term 
civil, religious and political liberty. Tbe 
Southern State that fails to protect, nay, 
insure the colored citizen in his right to 
vote freely and without hindrance of any 
kind ; and in his right to have that vote 
counted as he cast it, fails to keep its com­ 
pact with the States of the Union. The 
White Cap outrages at the North are 
neither condoned nor winked at. They 
are crimes and nothing less, and are con­ 
demned and listed as such and prices are 
! put upon tbe liberties of the perpetrators. 
Tbev are phenomenal and sporadic crimes, 
bearing no relation whatever to the politi­ 
cal system of any State. The bulldozers 
and browbeaten at the South, the men who 
cow the colored voter and negative his 
right to be heard in the public forum of 
the baliot-box are not locally esteemed 
criminals, they are neither denounced nor 
their oflenses ranked as crimes. When tbe 
South suppresses tbe “ intimidator ” and 
bulldozer, and gives tbe negro voter as 
full and fair opportunity to be heard 
through the ballot-box as bis white com­ 
petitor, then and not till then will tha 
i South be able to “ take care of itself.” As 
thiDgs now ate it is not doing so. 


his'ory of fhe Clayton case to justify the 
charge that Clayton’s death was due to po­ 
litical assassination. That may be, bnt the 
belief obtains nevertheless, and it is very 
freely uttered that Clayton fell a victim to 
political enmity and the weapon of the 
political assassin. 
Mr. Jones points out 
that even if the ballots in the box de­ 
stroyed at Plummerville were all counted 
for Clayton, Breckinridge would still have 
had 339 majority, and that as this fact was 
known, Breckinridge’s friends had no rea­ 
son 
to kill Clayton. 
Admitting this 
to be so, still it was known that the pur­ 
pose of Clayton’s visit 
to 
Plummer­ 
ville was to secure testimony concern­ 
ing the theft and destruction of the ballot- 
box, and it was in the interest of those 
criminally concerned in that direction to 
put a stop to his investigations in his con­ 
test for a seat in the House of Representa­ 
tives. The outrage upon the ballot-box is 
not denied by any one, and it is therefore a 
justifiable conclusion that Clayton’s murder 
was a part of the same damnable business. 
Mr. Jones admits as much. He cannot 
therefore logically object to the conclusion 
that the murder was a political one. 
It is 
not in proof that Mr. Breckenridge was at 
all chargeable with it, nor are we disposed 
to believe that there ever will be any such 
evidence. 
As Senator Jones says, a good 
name should have the protection of the 
assumption of the innocence of its bearer, 
and the character of Mr. Breckenridge has 
certainly stood very high. But this is fact 
that the ease with which the ballot-box in 
the South, and notably in Arkansas, can be 
trifled with, lies at the bottom of the whole 
affair; that, in turn, is due to the intolerant 
sentiment in politics in the South. 
It is 
true that such outrages are sometimes com­ 
mitted at the North, but they are sporadic 
cases, and never are condoned or looked 
upon with complacency. 
It cannot well 
be denied that tbe same order of crimes at 
the South, when directed against Republi­ 
cans, excite very little interest in the local 
conscience. 


J u d g e T o u k g e e , in a paper on “The 
Claim of Realism,” says : 
The A m erican novelist has alw ays been m or­ 
tally afraid o f international criticism , and, in­ 
stead o f being encouraged to follow the lead of 
bis own inclination, he began at once .o try to 
borrow an approved pattern for hit work. These 
great underlying impulses, w hich really give 
character to the Am erican people, and ought, 
therefore, to have given the keynote to our con­ 
tem porary fiction—these he cast aside and be­ 
gan to study the trepidations, doubts, uncertain­ 
ties, em barrassm ents and gaucheries of the after­ 
noon call or :he evening “full dress rehearsal,” 
and to call this not only life, but the only aud 
exclusive life th a t fiction is perm itted to depict. 
Judge Tourgee is right, The “American 
novelist,” with a very few exceptions, is 
not the American novelist, because he has 
either flown to Europe for his types, or 
adopted models at home that are not typi­ 
cal. As Tourgee puts it above, our writers 
of fiction have seldom got down into the 
American system and counted the heart­ 
beats of the “ underlying impulses” that 
give momentum to American thought and 
civilization. For tbe matter of that, but 
very few, in or out of literature, go below 
tbe surface in estimating American char­ 
acter and Americanism—so to speak. We 
are content to treat of the present to oper- 
rate upon the surface, aud tail to go into 
the depths where lies the power of Ameri­ 
can life, thought and progress and destiny. 
The Judge cites as a striking instance of 
the truth he preaches, that though a quar­ 
ter of a century has elapsed since the civil 
war, no writer of fiction has yet presented 
a work which touches the quick of that 
epoch, or has correctly drawn or given true 
c ilor to the picture that can be, aDd some­ 
time must be, painted of that era.

T h e Dakotas.it m aybe confidently as­ 
sumed, will go Republican at the first

Legislatures. If any donbt ha3 been enter­ 
tained about North Dakota’s political com­ 
plexion, it is now removed by the mo­ 
mentum President Harrison's wise inaug­ 
ural has given to Republican sentiment. 
Montana, it is conceded, will be strongly 
Republican. If we assume that Washing­ 
ton will go Democratic, though that is not 
by any means a foregone conclusion, we 
can forecast the complexion of the next 
Congress. There will be a net addition of 
two to the Republican majority in the Sen­ 
ate, and of three to the Republican strength 
of the House of Representatives. 
The 
result, while but light in its effect at first, 
must to some extent injuriously affect the 
strength of the Northern Atlantic States in 
the National Legislature, and at a not far 
distant day will materially reduce the po­ 
litical influence of even New York in the 
Electoral College. It is altogether likely, 
after the census of 1890 is taken and the 
new apportionment made, that New York 
will be so reduced in value íd the Elec­ 
toral College that she may not be deemed 
necessary to the success of the Republican 
party. 


W a s h in g to n G la d d e n says, in the Sorth 
A merican Review, that the usefulness of the 
churches would be greatly increased if they 
would frequently consult together respect­ 
ing the work to be done in the field which 
they occupy in common. That is true of 
all associations of men for good purposes. 
It is only very recently that the truth was 
driven into and fastened upon tbe chari­ 
table societies; now they act in harmony, 
according to the “associated cbariiies” sys­ 
tem. The result is that, in the great cen­ 
ters of population at least, imposition upon 
the charitable societies has almost ceased, 
because the various organizations are cog­ 
nizant of the experiences of each other, and 
because by association the proper field for 
each is well defined. There is, therefore, 
no more wasting of effort, no more dupli­ 
cation of aid, no probability of the impos­ 
tures that were once so common. 
Tbe 
confraternal societies might consult to­ 
gether to mutual advantage, as well as 
churches aud charities. Their field is com­ 
mon, their cause also, and by closer rela­ 
tionship they can augment the individual 
strength of each order. 


I f there was an authoritative dispatch on 
the subject, we might be justified in now 
expecting war with Germany. 
But the 
dispatch from Breslau credits the story of 
the sinking of an American man-of-war by 
a German ship-of- war, to a newspaper of 
that city. If the Breslau paper had such 
news it is to be taken as certain that the 
press of Berlin would also have been ad­ 
vised of the facts. The alleged news could 
only have come by way of wire from Auck­ 
land. How is it then that only a Breslau 
paper got possession of the important fact? 
While it is possible that the enterprise of 
Breslau may have outstripped that of Ber­ 
lin journalism, we are disposed to disbe­ 
lieve it. The German press has not been 
distinguished for that kind of energy that 
gives to any paper exclusively such news 
as that alleged to have been received from 
Samoa. —

Chairm an Tebbets said that the Board 
had not proceeded properly in the matter, 
as the non-consenting und consenting 
property-owners should be notified, afier 
the filing of the viewers' report, in order to 
grant each side a hearing. It was shown, 
however, that the parties interested were 
present, and as they were willing to waive 
the formalities required by law, the matter 
was proceeded with.

Gillis Doty, one of the viewers, said that 
when the estimate of the value of the land 
was computed, they considered the aggre­ 
gate value of the property.

ference is irresistible th a t the Constitution is a 
lim itation only upon the powers of th e Legisla­ 
ture, but is a grant o f power to the other 
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Superior Judge J. W. Armstrong yesterday 
rendered the following decision in the State 
Library case. The Court-room was full of 
spectators, and nearly all the legal talent 
in the city was present: 
In the Superior Court of tbe county of Sacra­ 
m ento, State of California. G .orge A. Johnson, 
Attorney-General, P laintiff vs. A. C. Freem an, 
Defendant. 
T his is a proceeding in th e nature of a quo 
warranto instituted upon the request of the Gov­ 
ernor to try the title to tb e office of Trustee of 
the State Library. The deiendant w -selected 
by the Legislature January 29,1885, uuder Sec­ 
tion 2292 of the Political Code, which provides 
th at “ the State Library is under tbe control ot 
a Board of Trustees, consisting of five m em bers 
elected by the Legislature in joint convention 
assem bled and holding their office for the term 
of four years.” He received his tom m ission 
and qualified as required by the Code. His 
right t > the office is challenged iu this proceed­ 
ing on the ground th at this section is unconsti­ 
tutional, and to sustain the proposition the 
plaintiff invokes Article 111. of the Constitution. 
T he Article is a« follows : “ The powers of the 
G overnm ent of the State of California shall tie 
divided into three separate departm ents : the 
legislative, executive and judicial ; and no 
person charged w ith the exercise of powers 
properly belonging to one of these departm ents 
shall exercise tbe functions appertaining 10 
eith er of the others, except as in this Con­ 
stitution expressly directed or perm itted.” ’ 
The 
question 
arises, 
w bat 
is 
legislative 
power w ithin the m eaning of this provision of 
the Constitution? Is the appointing or electing 
a person to an office a legislative function? 
S m ith, in his learned treatise on statutory aud 
constitutional law . Section 
134, says. “ that 
under our im proved system of governm ent the 
legislative power is lim ited by constitutional re­ 
strictions ; but th at in all other respects it m ust 
be considered as the Sjvereign aud absolute 
power of the State, w hich eau only be controlled 
by an im possibility.” To tbe sam e effect is 1 
K ent’s Com. 448. Then, the legislative power 
being the sovereign power in the State, it is an 
origiual, not a delegated power. Such, then, is 
the nature of the legislative power, and as it 
exists in our form 01 governm ent, considered in 
relation to the executive and judicial depart­ 
m ents, the Constitution is a lim itation upon the 
power of th e Legislature, but a grant ol power 
to the executive and judicial departm ents. 
T his m ust be so upon principle, aud results 
from the nature of these powers them selves. 
This conclusion is uot w itbout authority to sup 
port it. 
In The l’eople ex rel. Finlay vs. Jew ett, 
6 Cal., 291. in considering th e nature of these 
powers, the Court, by M urray, Chief Justice, 
said: " I n considering this question it is to be 
hom e in m ind th at the Constitution of this 
State 
is 
a 
lim itation 
upon 
the 
powers 
of 
tlie 
Legislature, 
and 
a 
grant 
of 
power 
to 
the 
other 
branches 
of 
the Governm ent, anil th at neither the judiciary 
nor the executive chu exercise any other than 
those delegated or w hich by express im plication 
ate necessary to c.ury into effect tbe granted 
powers.” The pri- eiplc of constitutional law 
here announced is fam iliar to the Courts and 
bar. (Field vs. The People. 2 Scammou, 79; 
Bridges vs. Shallcross, 6 West Vire., 575.) We 
look to th e Constitution for a lim itation upon 
the imwers of the Legislature; and we look to it 
for a grant of power to the executive aud ju d i­ 
cial branches of the Governm ent; and if no 
grant is found in the Constitution, toe power is 
denied. Such is the theory of our Governm ent. 
The third Article of the present Constitution 
is the same as toe third A rticle of the former 
Constitution, under w hich the esse of The Peo­ 
ple ex rel. F inlay vs. Jew ett, was decided. It is 
conceded th a t the Legislature in its discretion 
has power to create any office for the benefit of 
the public and fix the term of its duration in tbe 
abseitce of a constitutional provision creating 
the office or fixing the term ; tnen, if this be so, 
according to a fam iliar principle in law th a t the 
m ajor power includes the m inor, the power 
th at creates the office m ay fill it; aud this prin­ 
ciple has been acted upon by the Legislature 
aud recognized by the judiciaiv as a salutory 
principle in law from tbe organization of the 
State Government, as the volumes ot stat utes and 
decisions of the Courts will show upon exam ina­ 
tion. In the case 01 The People vs. Fitch. 1 Cab,519, 
the Court said " the right of the Legislature to 
elect and control the State Printer cannot be de­ 
feated by any interierence in lavor of the ap- 
appoiuting power of the Governm ent.” Such 
was the construction of th e former Constitution 
as it stood when the present Constitution was 
adopted. It recognizes the principle th at the 
power w hich creates an office m ay till it. Why 
is it not as m uch the exercise of legislative 
power to create the right of one persou, to the 
exclusion of all others, to hold or exercise the 
fum lions or duties of an office, as it is to create 
the office itself ? Why is it not as m uch the ex ­ 
ercise of legislative power to confer ujion oue 
person, to tne exclusion of all others, the power 
to perform the duties or discharge the functions 
of au office, as it is to create his right to salary, 
iees or em olum ent for the perform ing of such 
duties or discharging such functions? 
The 
theory of our Governm ent is th at the sovereign 
or despotic power of governm ent abides in the 
people; and in view of this principle, th e peo­ 
ple, in their sovereign legislative capacity, by 
the present C onstitution created the offices of 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of 
State, Controller, Treasurer, Attorney-General, 
Surveyor-General, Superintendent of 
Public 
Instruction, 
Superin 
tendent 
of 
Schols 
in 
each 
county. Justices of the Supreme 
Court, 
Judges 
of 
the 
Superior 
Couits, 
m em bers of 
the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, Senators and Assemblymen; aud reserved 
the right and power to them selves to fill those 
offices by election. The conferring upon auv 
penons the right by election to hold or occupy 
those offices and receive th e salaries aud em ol­ 
um ents incident thereto is no less the exercise 
of legislative power because it was the set o f 
the people in th eir popular sovereign capacity 
th an was the act of creating those offices by 
adopting the Constitution at a general election. 
This is the highest, most transcendental aud 
sacred exercise of legislative i>ower k n o w n to 
m odern civilization. The only offices created 
by the Constitution in which the Governor is 
granted power to take part in filling lor a full 
term are the offices of the m em bers o f the State 
Prison Directors, and in this his power is lim ­ 
ited to the appointm ent “ by the advice and 
consent of the Senate.” Thougu he is the Coro- 
m auder-in-Chief of the State m ilitia, yet the 
people did uot by th e Constitution grant him 
the power to appoint or elect his staff or o.her 
m ilitia officers. It m ay be questionable w hether, 
under S ectio n 1 of Articie VIII. of the Constitu­ 
tion, the Legislature can couler power by 
statute upon the Governor to apjiolnt ntiy 
m ilitia officer. This, however, is only m aterial 
in considering the question presented in this 
case as indicating tbe intent ol tbe Constitution 
to lim it the patronage of the E xecutive; and 
this intent is more apparent from flection s, 
Article V. of the Constitution, which grauts to 
tbe 
Governor 
the 
power 
to 
fill 
a va­ 
cancy In office In case no mode is provided 
by 
the 
Constitution and laws for 
tilling 
it, by g ra n tin g a commission, w hich shall ex ­ 
pire at the end of the next session of the Legm 
tature, or at the next election by the people. 
This, clearly im plies the power in the Legisla­ 
ture to fill the vacan.-y; otherwise, w hy should 
the commission expire 111 the end of the next 
session of the Legislature after tbe varauey oc­ 
curred? 
By necessary im plication the Legis­ 
lature may fill all vacancies by virtue of its 
legislative power, except vacancies occurring 
iu the officers of Justice, tith e Supreme Court, 
and some others where theconstituiion provides 
especially that the Governor m ay appoint a per­ 
son to hold the office until a persou is elect.d 
and qualified to fill the vacancy. The tact that 
the Governor m ay, by virtue of row er granted 
hint iu the Constitution, till vacancies iu oflices 
under cerialu enum erated conditions, aud ap­ 
point State Prison Dir» ciors, “ by the advice and 
consent of the Senate,” does not change the 
nature of the power exercised by him iu such 
case-from legislative to executive powers, iu 
considering tbe nature of the appointing 1 tower 
in tbe case ol Field vs. l h e People, 2 Beam. 113, 
Wilson, Chief Justice, in de ivcring the opiuion 
of the Court, said: "A n d does the G overnors 
right to appoint the staff'officers aud a Secretary 
of State create a general rule, aud constitute 
the appointing to office an exectttire function 
uuder < n r Constitution ’ I think not.” Our 
Constitution is sim ilar to tbe Constitution under 
consideration in th a t case; 
and ihat case 
may lie 
considered as 
authority 
for our 
f 
piiaance. Tnongh the appointing power la a 
egislative power, the Governor m ay exercise it 
In the cases specified and enum erated iu the 
Constitution, because Article III. of the Consti­ 
tution authorizes it. It ia w ithin the exception 
therein provided. But the legislative powers 
which the Governor is •‘ expressly directed or 
perm itted” to exercise are few. Section 4 of 
Article XX. of the Conslitutiou. as it to remove 
all restriction from the pow erof the Legislature 
as to the subject under consideration, provides 
th at "all officers or Commissioners whose elec­ 
tion or appointm ent is not provided for by this 
Constitution, and all officers or Commissioners 
whose offices or dntles m ay hereafter lie created 
by law. shall be elected by the people or ap- 
poiuied. as the Legislature may direct.” 
And 
such was the language of the iónner Constitu­ 
tion on th e same suoject. It is ciear from the 
language of th a t seetion th a t it was the inten 
tion o ' the people to declare th at, w here oflices 
were not created by the Constitution aud the 
mode c f tilling them provided therein, the 
pow erof the Legislature to create offices and 
fill them is as com prehensive and alisoluie as 
the w ords: " T h e legislative pow er of this 
State shall be vested in a Senate and Assembly,” 
in the first section of Article IV. im ply, l h e

absolute, 
com prehensive, popular

lim ited sense, because the people in th eir 
wisdom deem ed it necessary to impose lim ita ­ 
tions upon the power of the Legislature, w hich 
was done by secliou twenty-five of the sam e ar­ 
ticle and other provision in-the Constitution. 
We have been unable to find any provision in 
the Constitution w hich directs the Legislature 10 
elect or appoint any officer, not even United 
States Senators : but section tw enty-eight of the 
same article of th e Constitution regulates elec­ 
tions by the Ilegislature in these words : “ lu alt 
elections by the Legislature the m em bers tnercof 
shall vola rica roce, and the voles shall be en­ 
tered on the journal." 
If the 1 egislature has 
not the pow er to elect au incum bem to fill an 
office w hy regulate the m anner of voting at 
s-ich election? This provistou o»' th e Constitu­ 
tion assumes th at the power exists as a legisla 
tlve power. If this were not so, th e power to 
elect a United States Senator is denied by the 
th ird article of the Constitution, because the 
Const uu1 ion uowh»re “ expressly direels or per 
m ils " such au election. It is true that th e Con­ 
stitution ot the United Stales provides that “ the 
Senate ot the United States shall be composed 
of two Senato:s fiom each State, choseu by the 
Lcgis ature thereof for »ix years 
but. as we 
have seeu, the th ird article of our Constitution 
denies to the Legislature the exercise of any 
other th an leg.slative power "ex ce p t." to use 
the language of the article, •• as in this Consti­ 
tution

reierence made to such thing in the Constitu­ 
tion, otherwise th e command or perm ission is 
not express, but implied, aud it cannot be i a 


branches ol th e State Governm ent, aud as there 
is no express lim itation to be found in th e Con­ 
stitution upon the power of th e Legislature to 
create offices and fill them , w here they have 
not been created by the Constitution, and the 
m ode 01 filling them ptovided therein, it re­ 
sults th a t snch power is vested in th e Legisla­ 
ture as a legislative power, and such was th e 
conclusion to w hich the Court arrived in 
the case of The People ex rel. Aylett vs Lang- 
doa (8 Cal., 16). In th a t case the relator had 
been erected by tbe Legis.ature to ibe office 
of 
Resident 
Physician 
ot 
th e 
Insane 
Asylum. The defendant h ad been apnointed by 
the Governor. The question was «s to the valid­ 
ity of the election by the Legislature. The 
Court decided th at the election of the relator 
by the Legislature was valid. And Chief Justice 
Murray in delivering the opinion of the Court 
said: “ '1 he appellant contends th at under the 
th ird article and sixth section of the eleventh 
article ot the Constitution, the Legislature have 
no pow er to elei.t an incum beut to au office. 
The th ird article provides for the distribution of 
the powers of governm ent between th e execu­ 
tive. legislative aud judicial 1 ranches ot tbe 
Governm ent, an a fornida those charged w ith 
duties belonging to one, from exercising func­ 
tions 
appertaining to 
another 
departm ent. 
Under thus provision it is urged th at tbe Legis­ 
lature m ay create th e office, but cannot elect 
the officer; th at it would be exercising power 
belonging to the E xecutive branch of the Gov­ 
ernm ent or 10 the people. 
Unhappily for the 
argum ent there is no fourth branch o f th e 
Governm ent recognized by the third article of 
the Constituiion w hich is represented by the 
people, and il there is any encroachm ent "upon 
any other departm ent it m ust be upon the e x ­ 
ecutive." 
T hen afier giving some reasons 
show ing th a t the exercise of the power by the 
Legislature to appoint or elect to an office was 
not an encroachm ent upon the functions of 
thiqexecutive, he continued aud said : “ But 
it is said th at this power is taken aw ay by the 
sixth section of the eleventh article, w hich 
p tovides th at all officers whose election or ap ­ 
pointm ent is not provided ior by this Constitu 
tion, and all officers whose offices niav here­ 
after be created by law , shall be elected by the 
people or appointed, as the Legislature m ay d i­ 
rect." 
Much stress is laid upon th e word ap­ 
pointed as used in tbis section. This is m ere 
liypereriticism . The lorm er decisions of th is 
Court have substantially s->ttlecl this point. The 
word appoint was probably used as a more com ­ 
prehensive term to convey the idea o f a mode 
of constituting 
or 
designating 
au 
officer, 
w hether by election or otherw ise, lu fact, the 
words "elect and appoint” seem to have b»:en 
regarded as synonym ous by the Constitution, 
i he third section of the sixth article requires 
the first Legislature to elect Suprem e Judges, 
and the filth section of the same article provides 
th at the District Judges shall be appointed by 
the joint vote of both houses. It would be use­ 
less to pursue this argum ent further. This 
power has been alw ays exercised by the Legis­ 
lature and never denied. It is not ’ prohibited 
bv the Constitution, and according to the theory 
atid spirit ot our institutions, is safer w hen ex ­ 
ercised by the im m ediate representatives of the 
people than w hen lodged in the hands of the 
E xecutive.” This is a direct authority in favor 
of th e proposition th a t the appointing power or 
the power ol election is vested in the I.egisla- 
ture. In the People vs. Mizener, 7 Cai., 525, 
the Court said: 
"T he 
evident 
intent and 
spirit of the Constitution of the Slate was to 
lim it the patronage of the Executive w ithin 
very narrow bounds.” And so íd the People vs. 
Pilton (37 Cal ,621). th e Court said : “ Our pred 
ecessors have uniform ly held that it was the 
m anifest design of the Constitution to restrict 
the appointing pow erof the Governor to tbe 
narrow est lim its. Tbis principle has often been 
repeated.” 
And so iu the People vs. W hitm an 
(10 Cal.. 46), th e Court s a id : “ It is only in cases 
where there is no incum bent of tn e particular 
office to bold over, th at the system w ill allow 
the appointm ent ot the executive to fill th e 
office. Our Constitution, w hetner wisely or u n ­ 
wisely it is not our province to determ ine, 
has studiouslv restricted the patronage of the 
Governor.” The general power to elect or to 
appoint to office m ust reside som ewhere in the 
Male G overnm ent; and if in the Executive only 
in special enum erated cases, w here does the 
general power reside, if not 
in the Leg­ 
islature? 
In Ross vs. 
W hitm an 
(6

the

sustained, 
as 
the Court 
said, "because 
th e 
power 
of 
th e Legis­ 
lature is suprem e, except it is expressly re- • 
striated.” In the case of the People vsr. Pro­ 
vines (34 Cal., 541», Chief Justice Sawyer, in his 
concurring opinion, said : “ The Legislature has 
authority, under the Constitution, to create 
m any offices and to provide the m ode of filling 
them . Some are filled by the Legislature itself ; 
some arc authorized by the Act creating them 
in be filled by the Governor; some by an 
election by the people; and some by appoint­ 
m ent by other officers. 
The Legislature, if so 
disposed, m ight provide th a t offices created by 
itself should be filled by ap|iointm ent m ade by 
cer.aiu citizens nam ed, having no official re­ 
lation lo either departm ent of th e G overnm ent 
Tbe m atter is left entirely to the discretion 
of the Legislature.’ 
From the Constitution itself, and Lhe author­ 
ities construing it, the general rule is deduced 
tbat tbe Legislature m akes, the executive ex- 
ecu es, and the judiciary construes the laws. 
aDd that the original sovereign power in the 
State Is ves’ed in the Legislature. The gtneral 
nature of tbe powers of each branch of the 
Stale governm ent is discussed and defined w ith 
more or less accuracy iu the following addi- 
t-onal authorities: lu re Bulger, 45 Cal. 553; 
People vs. Squires, 14 Cal. lz: McCauley vs. 
Brook8,16 Cal. 11; People vs. Parker, 37 Cal. 639; 
People vs, Seymour, 16 Cal. 332: Cooley's Con­ 
stitutional Lim itations, pages 104-107: State vs. 
Daugiess, 7 Am. Rep. 87: Sturgis vs. Spoff'ard, 
45 N. Y. 446; Mayor, etc., of Baltim ore vs. State, 
74 Am. Dec. 672; Davis vs State. Cl Am. Lee. 
331 State vs. Jones, 3 Oregon 633; People vs.

18: Ñongues vs. Douglass, 7 Cal. 65. In Nougues 
vs. Douglass the Court said: “ ib e legislative 
jiower is the creative clem ent in th e govern nient, 
and was exercised partly by the people iu the 
form ation of the Constitution. It is pi itnary and 
original, antecedent and fundam ental, and must 
be exereis-d before the other departm ent can 
have anything to do. Its ext rcise is a condition 
precedent, am i the exercise o f the executive and 
judicial 1 une: ions are eruditions subsequent. 
The leg slative power m akes the laws, aud then, 
after ttiey are »0 m ade, the judiciary expounds 
and the Exei u'tve executes them .” T he c reat­ 
ing ot a right in one i>cnon, to the exclusion of 
all others, to bold an office, to dis -barge the 
duties aud receive the em olum ents iucidcut 
thereto, is as m uch the exercise of tbe creative 
or legislative power of tbe Governm ent as N'le- 
ating tue office itself; and th e effect of an elec­

and iu the exercise ot

Shall 1 place in close contrast 
what Sacramento has—" a few dirt team s” 
to both grade and gravel 
her streets. 
Please consider the age, population and 
wealth of the two places and strike a bal­ 
ance and hang our heads. If we do not 
advance soon we will deserve to be driven 
to employ Chinese with bamboo poles and 
baskets on either end to do our grading 
and graveling. 
If our city were compelled to do the 
work in tbe present way, aud pay ior it at 
the present prices, 1 would commisserate 
her condition and say not a word. 
But, 
when I know there is a line of iron rails 
to Brighton—running every foot of the 
way by an ocean of sand and debris, and 
that there is another switch road from 
Guthrie’s to Clark’s pottery that m ight ex­ 
tend to a gravel pit—all rusting for want 
ot use, and would willingly he turned to 
our use for the asking (probably), my 
courage rises just high enough to’ speak 
out ta the way I do—knowing that at no 
distant day some one will have enterprise 
enough to go to work iu an effective way 
aud accomplish something. 
1 beard some tim e ago tnat Ogden had a 
system of movable ties or trestles used in 
tilling streets.

I hope some one whose duty it may be to 
get a foot in depth of gravel on every street 
in the city, will see to it that very"soon a 
way will be found to move our dirt and 
gravel, and put in operation a method by 
which these articles can be loaded, if possi­ 
ble, by steam, and moved witb such rapidity 
that ten or fifteen cents will be the cost of 
d r» and gravel. This method wi,l accom­ 
plish more than amended or new charters. 
1 am sure that rnnch of such a m ethod is 
working to-day at Ogden, and I hope lo see 
the method fully described in your journal 
w ithin a week.

L o n d o n , February 16,1889. 
In no way could we gain so perfect a 
conception of vast, incalculable wealth as 
by a visit to the docks which border part 
of the Thames and makes a good-sized 
harbor for London right in the heart of 
the city. 
T he buildings make no pretensions to 
architectural beauty, but their massive 
plainness impresses the visitors more than 
any ornam ent could do. St. K atherine’s 
Docks, which are near lite Tower, cover 
about twenty-five acres, half of which is 
w ater. 
The cost of these docks alone was 
near $3,000,000, and the site was occupied 
by some 1,200 houses and was the home of 
13,000 people. 
T he earth removed to 
m ike the basins was used in raising streets 
and m aking squares in the metropolis. 
These docks were built in 1828 and at that 
tim e would hold in the storehouses 
120,000 TONS OF GOODS. 
O f course the way to St. K atherine’s 
Docks was muddy and nasty—all ways in 
London are— and the streets about the 
Tower, w ith the heterogeneous mass of for­ 
eigners, had the air of Castle Garden, 
m aking me feel as if 1 were in the neigh­ 
borhood oi th a t famous dumping-ground 
w hich we oiler the world for its refuse. 
Orders having kindly been given me by 
some well-known houses to Visit all the 
floors and taste all the wines in all the 
docks, 1 found no difficulty in passing 
through the Custom House doors and up a 
wet lane to an enormous building. 
On 
the first floor, called the ‘‘ivory floor” 
(the elegance whicl¡ the name suggests is 
not in the reality), were 


HUGE PILES OF TL’SKS AND TEETH 
From all parts of the world. 
One pile 
composed of old tusks of elephants had 
been brought from Africa, where they had 
been lying in the desert sands for thou­ 
sands of years, the m an in charge said, hut 
I thinks hundreds of years must be nearer 
the truth. 
These were not much weather­ 
worn, only at the base where the enamel 
was 
naturally thin, they showed that 
roughness which a cow’s horn shows after 
a year of exposure w ith us. 
The raiuless- 
ness of the desert had spared them from 
decay, but the polish they had acquired 
fr in the constantly-working sand was m ar­ 
velous. 
These tusks were the first pieces 
of ivory 1 had ever seen which could not 
he suspected of the crime of “celluloidism.” 
T he wonderful durability of ivory was 
proved by their age and their color. 
A 
few feet troin the base in the largest tusks, 
and proportionately in others, they be­ 
come solid, and tiiis part has the most 
value, living 


l'SKI) FOU THE ARTS IN CARVING 
And for the turning of billiard balls; all 
the bits left over are utilized in some way, 
coming to us in many fam iliar shapes. 
T he tbin part or hollow part of the tusk is 
cut into combs or brush handles, and from 
the pieces which aie left from these are 
turned knitting needles and crochet hooks; 
buttons eat up what ever is left over, and 
after the smallest l uttous or heads have 
been cut out there is little left save dust, 
which, mixed into a paste with some 
qu kly-drying liquid, may he used for 
making toys or cheaper articles.

W hich, w hite us snow at first, grows to be 
a soft gray, giving a beauty to these 
gloomy vaults not looked for. 
This fun­ 
gus we are told conies from the evapora­ 
tions of the wines, and some of it shows a 
brilliant red color which m ight be drops 
of pure claret. 
It is the “compensation,” j 
the man says, but where the comjiensation 
comes in or to whom it goes I do not 
know. Surely wine storers, who pay five 
pence per cask per week, and the duty be­ 
sides, would scarcely call this fungus, 
beautiful as it is, au equivalent for their 
loss by evaporation and tapping. 
I think 
the man meant condensation, hut he said 
not; perhaps, though, it is a word in use 
among cellarers. 
Each cask or set of 
casks has marks upon it denoting the owner, 
kind of wine and tim e of putting in cellar. 
These are all kept in a record-book, with 
the m arks indicating the ¡¡osition in the 
vaults, a neces-dtv in so large a place. 


THE CAUSE OF FUNGUS 
Growth on the walls seems to be a point of 
disagreement with all the cellar-keepers. 
First, it was the evaporation from the 
w ine; second, it was caused hv the wood 
dust, and third, we were told it was made 
by a spider. 
Each one of these men de­ 
rided the other’s theories ; hut all agreed 
on the point th at the more alcohol there 
was in the wine the less fungus was found, 
while where brandies are stored the walls 
rem ain clean, and brandy placed in an old 
wine vault destroys the lungus. 
The tem ­ 
perature of the cellars rem ain the same 
thtoughout the year. 
Two fine port wines 
were given us in one ie 'la r—the first of a 
light color, more like sherry, and most 
(rather too) delicate in flavor, was said to 
be the best; the other was deep in color, 
had more body, and 


WAS LIKE OURS IN CALIFORNIA— 
Tasting of the fruit, and rich. 
Judges of 
wine consider the former infinitely supe­ 
rior, but for the common taste port wine 
must taste of port wine, and not of some­ 
thing else. 
Both these wines were from 
Portugal. 
In a separate cellar, where 
little of daylight showed through the 
bars, were two casks of California wine, a 
claret, one of the casks being Zinfandel. 
It was a very welcome greeting from home 
that came to my lips from this dusty cask, 
and its perfume brought up a vision of 
that sunny country for which I daily long 
amid this fog and gloom, and I looked 
upon the 


OLD MAN WITH THE RUSTY GIMLET, 
As if he were a necromancer. I shall always 
remember the warmth and life which thus 
came to me from the other side of the 
world. 
It was better than H aw thorne’s 
“Sunlight of Monte Beni.” 
Perhaps it 
was the scene, but I think not; the crooked 
old man liecame like Goethe’s Mephisto, 
and wherever he tapped witli itis charmed 
gimlet, out poured the streams of red life, 
and everyone was good and happy, and 
January became Ju n e, hut we came away 
leaving the good, old fellow where he had 
been for twenty-live years, and climbed up 
and out into the cold world, which had 
been all this time groaning above us. 
Not far from here were the rum vaults, 
where, to avoid danger of possible explo­ 
sion from 


THE LIGHTS IGNITING THE FUMES, 
We carried safety lamps. 
These cellars 
were of vast extent and entirely free from 
the fungus. 
Far along the paths, which 
seemed interm inable, could be seen the 
lamps of the workmen. 
The keepers of 
the vaults know the men by th e m anner of 
carrying their lights, each man having 
some peculiar way of which even he him ­ 
self is unfam iliar. 
A t the brandy vaults, 
where we took our “ night-cap,” a bottle 
of liquid gold was given us to taste; it 
was brandy, but not the brandy I had 
known. 
It was smooth as oil and went 
down like a benediction—a benediction so 
lasting in its beneficent effect th at grimy 
London seemed a paradise for days follow­ 
ing.

HUNDREDS OF CASI» OF NUTMEGS 
w ere being unpacked and their contents 
sor ed, the decayed nuts being thrown 
away and the rem ainder being collected in 
cases according to size. 
Some nutmegs 
were quite as large as a small lien’s egg, 
and would bring at first price $200 a case; 
three specimens of these best nuts were 
given me, and their delicious flavor and 
fine grain gave no resemblance to the hard, 
woody little things found in our grocera’ 
shop6. 
Even the man in charge of this 
£ -or spoke of the unenviable reputation 
our good State of Connecticut has earned 
in connection w ith this fruit, but lie said 
he did not believe it could be carried on, 
though he did not doubt that the A m eri­ 
cans would try it. 
Leaving St. K atherine's 
I locks and passing some quays, whirli would 
l«? g(s)d models for the seawall at San 
Francisco, glimpses of large, iron steam­ 
ships unloading their cargoes of Oriental 
aDd African produce are had, while brass- 
buttoned Custom-house men stare at you, 
as at home, with that peculiar air which 
makes you feel yourself a criminal of the 
first degree. 


THE LONDON DOCKS, 
In W apping, are soon reached; they were 
■poned in 1805 and enlarged in 18->8, and 
’ike those of St. K atherine’s are sur­ 
rounded by tall and gloomy warehouses, 
where goods held in bond are stored. H ere 
is the tobacco dock and warehouse, the lat­ 
ter occupying five acres and holding 24.000 
hogsheads of tobacco. 
The most interest­ 
ing part of this division was the great 
oven or kiln bearing the strange name of 
the t¿ueen’s Tobacco Pipe, where all the 
damaged tobacco which is not worth hav­ 
ing duty paid on, is burned. 
I saw boxes 
of tea on which the “three pence a pouud” 
which our ancestors refused to pay, is still 
collected, enough to make a big hole in 
the loyal jiockets of its devotees. 
Above all, in estimation of visitors, hut 
below all in m atter of a situation, are the 
cellars where the wines are stored, extend­ 
ing under the huge buildings among the 
piers and arches such as one sees in prison 
vaults of old castles on the continent. 


STRANGE-LOOKING OLI) MEN 
W ith tangled gray beards are clustered 
about the entrance to the first cellar, hav­ 
ing a most uncanny look, and were they 
sm aller would lie veritable gnomes. 
Each 
of the party takes a lamp fixed upon a rod, 
and we enter the cavern by a long, low 
passage at the end of which, some heavy 
doors being opened and closed behind us, 
we are in darkness, save for the gleatn of 
the tiny letups we carry. 
The air is 
peculiar". 
The first whifl is like a breath 
of ether and produces a certain amount of 
exhilaration, actually intoxicating “ un­ 
seasoned ’’ people who wear blue ribbons 
in their buttonholes, but would lie called a 
rather mild cocktail by most Californians.

m anner they create an impression, at least 
upon strangers, th at whatever may be their 
claims to respectability, they are most cer­ 
tainly deficient in the proprieties of speech 
and manners th at make up the true lady. 
We cannot all be beautiful and have 
very winning ways, but we may at least be 
gentle and refined, and while nature may 
not have endowed us w ith an attractive 
face and pretty figure, or w ith uncommon 
grace of speech or manner, we certainly 
need not repel or shock by coarseness of 
words or attitude those who surround us at 
home or abroad. 
It may not be amiss in this sketch to 
call attention to the prevailing use of the 
words “awful” and “awfully.” 
Present 
dictionaries must be giving them prom­ 
inence and meaning entirely unknown in

Let the educated 
young ladies of our schools search and 
see.— Chri'tiua In!elligencer. 


T h e S ca le B u g . 
A seale-lmg is a bark-louse. 
A bark- 
louse is a coccus belonging to the sub-order 
coceida' of the order homoptera. 
They 
are peculiar ill the female never having 
wings, only being able to craw l; therefore 
their spread from tree to tree, and orchard 
to orchard, is necessarily slow, except 
when carried by birds, winds, and even on 
other insects. 
The males are highly or­ 
ganized delicate creatures, provided w ith 
ample wings. 
They are peculiar in the 
adult state by having no feeding or diges­ 
ting organs, th eir only part in life being 
simply to im pregnate the female, hut as a 
larva and crysalid they feed on the same 
as the female. 
Some of these scales are 
two or three brooded in the year, others 
only one; the habits of all are very much 
the same. 
W hen the young liark-Iice 
hatch from the egg they are provided 
with six legs with which they can travel 
around briskly, and being very 
m inute 
and 
light are often carried from tree 
to 
tree 
by 
winds, 
being 
so 
small 
they 
are 
seldcm noticed. 
The 
young 
lice, after moving around freely for a time, 
select a suitable place, insert their beak 
into the cuticle of the bark, leaf or fruit, 
and begin feeding by suction, as we call it, 
then shed their larval skin and all their 
members, such as legs, etc., assuming a 
grub form and then rem ain stationary; 
the females at least during the rest of their 
existence, gradually growing over them ­ 
selves a scale covering for protection. Such 
scales are generally of the color of the bark 
of the tree, rendering them inconspicuous, 
hut in other cases m arkedly different, such 
as white, red, etc. 
In due time the male 
scales, which are always much sm aller 
than the female, gives forth the perfect 
winged males, which perform their func­ 
tions, then die at once. 
After im pregna­ 
tion the females increase in hulk very fast, 
this bulk being in the form of eggs, which 
in some species are produce in great num ­ 
bers—600 to 800, in others, 50 to 100, and 
200 to 300. 
These in due tim e hatch out 
m inute bark-lice to go through the cycle. 
— Orchard and Garden. 


A rm y W orm R em ed ies. 
The army worm, according to Lawrence 
Bruner, of the 
Nebraska 
Experim ent 
Station, has appeared in th at State in 
threatening num bers; 
and as a means 
of checking its increase he makes the fol­ 
lowing suggestion in a recent Station bulle­ 
tin ; 
Chief among the remedies adopted for 
keeping in check the increase of this pest 
is the burning of old grass, stubble and 
other like receptacles for the eggs and 
hibernating larva'. 
Perhaps this accounts 
for the absence of the pest from our frontier 
settlements in this and other Western 
States for the past twenty years and more, 
the customary fall and early spring prairie 
fires having destroyed such eggs and larva1 
as would otherwise have entered «¡ion the 
spring and summer campaigns. 
This is a 
preventive before the pest has “m aterial­ 
ized.” 
The burning should he postjioned 
until spring has well advanced, to be of 
most benefit. 
During late years, the in­ 
crease of area cultivated, and the pre­ 
vention of starting fires on the praim s, 
especially*in the “ cattle districts” of the 
Northwest, has perhaps been the direct 
cause for the presence of this insect in 
injurious numbers. 
Ditching, rolling, plowing, 
etc., 
are 
remedies th at can be used advatageously 
now. 
Ditching and fencing can be re­ 
sorted to in preventing the worms from 
passing from one field to another. 
Fence 
boards set on edge and saturated with 
kerosene will effectually check an advanc­ 
ing column, after which they can he de­ 
stroyed by crushing. 
Ditchiug, w ith the 
opjmsite side of the ditch from the advanc­ 
ing host “ dug under,” will “ corral” the 
worms for the time being when they can he 
destroyed by crushing, or by covering them 
with hay or straw and setting lite to it. 
Poisoning with Loudon purple and Paris 
green has also been resorted to w ith good 
results; but as long as other and less dan­ 
gerous methods do not fail, it is advisable 
not to resort tojthese. 
Grass or grain th at 
has been sprayed with these poisons should 
never l>e fed to stock, as there is danger of 
poisouing animals so fed. 


F ig h tin g P h ylloxera. 
The battle with the phylloxera, which 
is in jieriietual progress, has already cost 
France upwards of £400,000,000, according 
to the / ’«// Mall Budget. 
How do the 
vine-growers meet the attack of this terri­ 
ble little foe, which has cost France such 
an enormous treasure ? 
It is said, on good 
authority, th at one female “phylloxera of 
the leaves,” born from the winter egg, has, 
at the end of May, laid 500 eggs. 
The 
family of 500 produces by the end of June 
250,000 more phylloxera, at the third gen­ 
eration the number would reach 62,500,­ 
000,000, and there are five or six genera­ 
tions in the year. These insects go to the 
root of the m atter, bidding adieu to the 
leaves in June, and journeying to the 
roots as rapidly as possible. 
There are 
several recognized methods oi conducting 
the battle. 
Take th e one th at is adopted 
on Messrs. Gilbey’s estate 
in 
Medoc. 
j First a large quantity of water has to be 
■ puuqied up from the river, which is dis­ 
tributed over the vineyard by miles of 
piping, laid methodically along the course 
of the vines. 
The date for the commenc- 
j ment of the treatm ent is about the 20th of 
i March, and at th at tim e gangs of men and 
! women are employed preparing the holes 
I (curettes) for retaining a solution of the 
j sulpho-carbonate around the foot of the 
* vine, until the whole has been absorbed by 
the soil. 
The jum ping and tubing having 
| been put in position, the work of the treat­ 
: ment is carried out by six men, each fol- 
’ lowed by a woman having a supply of from 


teu to fifteen pints of sulpho-carbonate and 
a measure holding a little over two ounces. 
In order to insure the methodical working 
of the treatm ent, the sign to eomni-mce is i 
usually given by means of a whistle iou- : 
nected with the steam pum p,aud each matt 
then starts by filling the cuvettes with a 
quantity of about two gallons of water, 
into which is poured the dose of anipho- 
carbouate of pottassium decided upon, a 
further quantity of water then being added . 
until the cuvette contains in all from j 
about three and a half to four gallons of j 
liquid.

F- eflin g F ou l ry. 
A ll gallinaceous fowls, in fact all out- 
niveruus birds, have a irop in which the 
food is first received, where it lies until 
softened by maceration, when it passes to 
the gizzard, where it is triturated and 
ground down ready for digestion. 
The 
natural and principal food of harn-yard 
fowls is whole grain, vegetables, insects, 
and almost any garbage that may lie picked 
up. 
Pebbles and pieces ol hone are also 
swallowed to assist in breaking up this 
food. 
Hence we do not advocate feeding 
largely of ground food, since it may u lti­ 
mately weaken digestion. 
Young chicks 
require -oft food, 
it is valuable for the 
sitting .Hen and those with clutches of 
young, and especially so in fattening off' 
birds for market. 
The use of green food in w inter should 
he more strictly attended to than is gen­ 
erally practiced. 
Cabbage makes a cheap 
and good green food, if hung up by the 
stalk in such a jiosition th at birds can 
easily pick at it. 
Any green stuff' can he 
used, and, in lieu of this, parsnips or beets 
chopped tine make a good substitute. Clo­ 
ver ensilage makes an excellent green food 
for winter, if cut pretty fine. 
Between the crop and gizzard lies what 
is termed the fore-stomach, prorentricuhu. 
In this stoma-h lie the glands which pour 
out the gastric juices upon the food, pre­ 
paring it for digestion. 
The science of feeding necessitates a 
chauge of food, and that it be given often 
enough to prevent gorging. 
The evening 
meal may lie the most liberal, eqiecially in 
winter, to carry the birds through the 
long nights. 
W here fowls have the range 
of the farm, feeding should always be 
practiced as soon as the fowls come from 
the roosts, hut not more than half a feed 
should be given, since this will induce 
proper exercise in search of more. 
If the 
birds have not ¡ticked up sufficient to sat­ 
isfy themselves, in two hours or less, ac­ 
cording to the state of the weather, give 
them more. 
It should be unnecessary to say that

water 
should 
always 
be 
kept 
w here it can be taken at will.— Prairie 
Farmer. 


P o u ltry a n d E g g s in Ireland. 
The neglected statistics of poultry pro­ 
ducts are commanding, at last, the notice 
due them . 
W e ho¡>e soon to see the 
U nited ¡hates census-takers giving proper 
attention to details of the trade in this 
country, and meanwhile we quote from the 
Freeman's Jonrnal facts relative to tiie pro­ 
ducts iu Ireland. 
The work ol gathering 
the fads was a difficult one. 
The Regis­ 
trar-G eneral of Dublin could give no 
pointers, and the agricultural reports there, 
as in America, are silent. 
Application was 
therefore made directly to the ports in Ire­ 
land and to the numerous shipping com­ 
panies. 
The average ol eggs is 16,000 to 
the ton in th at country. 
The total export 
to Britain from Ireland in 1887 was over 
33,000 tons. 
At an average price of 6s 8d 
per “ long hundred ” net, the grand total 
is given at £1,466,666. 
Poultry, alive aud 
dead, was ex¡iorted to the value of £146,­ 
666, on an estim ated valuation of one- 
tenth th at of the egg product. 
These 
enormous figures, he it remembered, are for 
exports alone, and do not include the 
amount consumed on the island. 
The 
total importation of eggs and poultry into 
England is given at £3,080,561. 
They 
have increased 66 per cent, iu twenty 
years. 
The Journal says: 
“ The import­ 
ance of the trade is now undoubted, as it is 
the fact that there is an unlimited demand 
for the product.”— American Poultry Jour­ 
nal. 


A R e m e d y fo r th e V in e D ise a se . 
T he Los Angeles Tribune of a recent 
date says: 
Vineyardists have been at a 
loss to account for the new vice disease. 
One thought it was due to the presence of 
the pepper trees, another to over-much ir­ 
rigation, another to some fungus growth, 
and so on. 
The microscope failed to dis­ 
cover its origin. 
It manifests itself in the 
tender shoots, then the branches wither, 
and last the roots die. 
The second year of 
the disease on the plant causes its sure 
death. 
A vigneron in Pomona, who was 
born and raised in France, remembered 
when the disease appeared in this vicinity, 
of having seen it in Europe, and also re­ 
membered the remedy. 
H e took ten 
pounds of lime and one pound of blue- 
stone, which he mixed with sixty gallons 
of water, and thoroughly dampened each 
vine w ith this solution. 
The result is said 
to have been a perfect cure.

Salt m a k in g in E u g la n d . 
The quantity of brine used annually lias 
been estim ated 
at 
9,000,000,000 "tons, 
which will yield (allowance being made 
for waste) 1,800,000 tons of white salt. 
A 
gallon of fully saturated brine contains 2 
pounds 8 ounces, sometimes 2 pounds 10 
ounces, of salt. 
T he general average of 
seawater does not exceed 3 to 3.1 per cent. 
The manufacture of w hite or table salt, 
and practically commercial salt of every 
description, is effected by evaporation in 
shallow pans, either over a coal fire or by 
the utilization of waste steam from engine 
boilers. 
The heat applied varies accord­ 
ing to the quality of salt which it is de­ 
sired to produce. 
Domestic salt of the 
finest grades requires for its manufacture a 
tem perature of 226° F.—the boiling point 
for brine. 
As the liquid evaporates the 
solid particles sink to the bottom of the 
pan, forming in the aggregate the lumps 
with which every housewife is so familiar. 
For commonor salt the tem perature is 160° 
to 170° F. 
This salt is so close in texture 
and clustered together in large or smaller 
pyramids, according to the heat applied. 
For large-grained flaky salt the tem pera­ 
ture is 130° to 140° Fahrenheit, and for 
large-grained fishing salt 100° to 110°— 
the slowless of the evajioration allowing 
the salt to form in cubical crystals. W hat 
used to be called hay salt, or salt formed 
by the operation of the air and heat of 
the sun, although still extensively prac­ 
ticed in warmer climates, seems now to be 
a tiling of the past ill this country. 
In 
the earliest times this process was proba­ 
bly the only one carried on. 
E ither brine 
or sea water was run into shallow pits or 
reservoirs, where it evaporated to a cer­ 
tain degree, the work beiug after ward com­ 
pleted by ¡touring upon twigs, and some­ 
times, it is said, by pouring the liquid 
upon burning wood and collecting the salt 
deposited upon the ashes. 
U ntil long 
after historic times, 
wood was the only 
fuel used; it was not 
until the year 1656 
th at the substitution of coal, at N ant- 
wich, is mentioned 
as a novelty. This 
m ight be explained by the difficulty of 
carriage in those days, as no coalbeds ex­ 
ist within a good many miles of the salt 
districts.— Chamberí Journal.

W illiam Falconer, in the Garden, gives 
a very interesting practical note respect­ 
ing celery. 
Mr. G rant, of Maruaroneek, 
N. Y., grows celery in the good old E n­ 
glish way, two rows to the ridge 
Late in 
the fall he banks them up high, and on 
the tops of the ridges lays a ^-shaped 
hoard cap to throw off rain and snow water, 
and over all a thick m ulching of salt hay. 
In digging out celery he brings in a 
m onth’s supply at a tim e and stores in a 
frost-proof shed. Celer'-’ kept in the ridges 
in this way is never apt to damp or rot off 
in winter, as is often the case w ith celery 
th at has been lifted and stored in trenches. 
But, then, while we can get along very 
well with this method in a moderate way, 
it would be impracticable on a large scale. 
Mr. G rant is em phatic in praise of Major 
Clark’s pink celery, and declares that it 
surpasses in quality any other variety he 
grows. 
Mr. Falconer, too, bears testimony 
to its excellence, for he has grown it for 
year»; indeed excellence of quality is pecu­ 
liar to all onr red varieties of celery.

Appearance goes a Ion» way in 
vegetables, as well .as in fruit; indeed, the 
finest appearing of all celeries—the self- 
blauchiug ones—are, Mr. F. thinks, the 
poorest in quality.

Greely favored increased appropriations for 
the manufacture ot jute bags. He believed in 
providing work for all the prisoners in the State 
Prisons. 
Britt opposed the amendment, and said that 
the labor organizations wereiu favor of confining 
the m anu'actures at the Slate Prison to jute 
products. 
De Long was opposed to the entire bill, because 
the last Legislature had made the same appro­ 
priation, and the Board of Prison Directors had 
decided not to use it, but bad adopted instead 
what is known as the “night shift."’ He favored 
refusing the bill engrossment. 
Dray spike against the amendment. 
The amendment was lost by a vote oí 5 aves 
to 32 noes. 
Preston spoke against the engrossment of the 
bill, 011 the ground that these large appropria­ 
tions ot the peoples' money ought to be stopped.

The investigation of San Quentin Prison by 
tbe joint i olumkioe of Senate and Astemblv, 
w a s resumed last evening in theSuprcme Court­ 
room, Assemblyman t-bunahan ia the chair. 
Ex Prison Director J. K. Lut’.rell testified a: 
length. The first portion ot ihis testimony was 
devoted to the workings ot the factories at San 
Cuentln. t'uder this head he said: "Last April, 
wh le I was Inspector of San Quentin Pri.rou for 
that month, 1 made careful inquiry as to the 
output of jirison factories, aud as to income and 
expenses of the prison.

DISCIPLINE STRICTLY ENFORCED, ETC. 
Those fami iar with the cold and cheerless, not 
to ssy ueglected, aspect that áan Queutiu Prison 
formetly wore would be astonished to see the 
v a:t and importaut improvements tnai have 
been effected in nearly every department con­ 
nected with the institution during the short 
period ot General Mccomb’s administratiou. 
As the visitor iu driving up from Green Brae 
Statiou surmounts the low euuueuee over­ 
looking the prison grounds, tbe first object that 
attracts his atteution is a handsome and sub­ 
stantial brick guard-house, fifty-two feet h u h . 
just completed in a Gothic style ol architecture 
that adds greatly to its attractiveness, and 
speaks volumes iu praise of the good taste 
and judgmeut of its des gner. The position 
it occupies on the sidehill c immauds a com­ 
plete view of the rear of the prison aud its sur­ 
roundings, including San Queutin bav, which 
will be effectively protected by a Gatling guu. 
soon to be placed in the upper storv of the 
structure. 
Descending the hill, the road euters the 
prisou grounds aud passes through a small clus­ 
ter ef small cottages, dilapidated out-buildings 
aud old rookeries that for years have occupied 
choice portions of the State land, free of rent, 
aud comprisiug quite a village, that was known 
among the convu-ts as Sau Quentin "Tar Flat.” 
There the signs ot activity among the convicts 
first became conspicuous. 
Small gangs of men 
neatly attired iu the conventional sin; cd suits 
are busy ou every side removing buildings, 
tearing down ob-tructions, aud effecting a gen­ 
eral clearance of the place. 
Tbe necessity of 
this proceeding is too obvious to require com­ 
ment, aud it 
ce tainly seems s rauge that 
former administrations should have permi te:! 
a small colony of people, ioauy of whom lia-e 
no 
connection 
w hatevtr 
with the institu­ 
tion, 
to 
quietly 
reside 
right 
iu 
the 
center 
of 
the 
prison 
grot.uuds, 
where 
they were offered every facility for communica­ 
tion or trafficking with the convicts employed 
outside the wail-; that is 
now, however, 
effectually stopped, and the removal of “Tar 
Flat” will both close a prolific suuiee of con­ 
traband trading aud enable the State toreclaim 
a large tract of rich agricultural land that has 
hitherto been monopolized by parties who had 
not the slightest claim to it. 
After crossing Tar Flat the road continúes 
on i s old course past the Stale Gaideus for 
about i(t) yards, and then turning olfto the lelt 
ascends a small eminence to the foot of the 
new guard house previously mentioued,where it 
enters a magnificent causewuv, now nearly 
(oiupleted aloug the side hills, at an elevation 
of several hundred feet above Lhe old road. 
Driving along this way, which is as level and 
smooth as k bowling green, you are afforded a 
splendid view of sau Queutiu bay and lhe rear 
oi the prison, where, as in every other part ol 
the premises, signs of activ ity aud good man­ 
agement are conspicuous 
i he immense heap of decayed vegetable mat­ 
ter, stable manure, waste lrom old tannery, h, r- 
iiess-shop and other departments, that has been 
aceumu.ating for years within a few yards of 
the wall, aud wafiiug its odoriferous perfume 
over the adjacent country, has been removed 
and utilized to enrich the uueecupied portion 
of the brick and lumber yards, which are being 
converted into vegetable gardens. 
At the b a s e of the wad surrounding the rear 
aud B id es of the prisou trenches have been dug 
and filled with loam gathered principally from 
the heap) of decayed rubbish, iu which morn­ 
ing glories have been set, and are already be­ 
g i n n i n g to creep up the sides of the w all, the 
somber and gloomy aspect of which will soon 
b e changed to a scene of light and beamy. 
Emerging from the new road at its upper end, 
we arrive at the northeast corner of the prison 
near the old commissary building, where the 
general appearance ol the place is so changed 
as to be scarcely recognizable. 
The narrow passage between the wall and 
tbe rock hill opposite has been widened sufii- 
eicntly to admit of teams passing each other 
without difficulty. 
A brick parapet, surmounted by a neat and 
substantial palisade has been roustructcd be­ 
tween the comer of the w all and the old com­ 
missary buildiug, thus preventing teams or 
horsemen turning off abruptly to the right, aud 
passing close to the front wall, where the rocky 
soil has, by the liberal use of manure, been 
brought iuto a high state of cultivation, and is 
now tastefully laid out for a flower garden. 
Near the Warden's residence—which is situ­ 
ated ou the hill overlooking the prison—a hand­ 
some new hou-e is nearly completed. It is built 
iu the modern arch it ctural style, with a front­ 
age of 42x40 feet, aud a wing 18x24 feet, tne 
whole building to contain nine spa-.ious rooms 
iu addition to bath house aud attic. It will be 
a valuable addition to the Sta’e pr pcrty. 
Extending along tbe old county ro» a -w hich 
as the majority of your readers will doubtless 
remember, leads tnroueh the prison grounds— 
a barbed-wire fi-nce has beeu erected, thus pre­ 
venting stock from adjacent ranches lrom stray­ 
ing ou State land, w hich is now. for the m ist 
part, covered with luxuriant crops oi grasses 
and cereals 
A w ide and handsome carriage road is being 
constructed around the hill, on which the 
Warden's anil Chaplain’s residences staud 
while the steps, sidewalks and every i o. tion oi 
the premises that require it is being rapid’.vre­ 
moved or repaired. 
On the salt reservoir that is situated ou the 
hill south of the prison, and used t > supply the 
prisoners’ baths, a substantial framework 32 
feet high has been erected for an electric light 
mid taken in connection with the bight of the 
h i l l Gil which it is situated, has au elevation of 
about 200 feet above the sea level, and will 
prove a valuable beacon for vessels sailing in 
t he northern part of tbe bay during the night 
hou-.s 
Continuing on to an inspection of the staples 
the same good management and supervision is 
appareut. The yards aud buildings arc neat 
aud clean, and harness, wagons, carts aud 
farming implements all iu a I borough state of 
repair, the horses fat aud sbowiug evidence of 
care. Even poor little “ Two-Fifty,” tbe cayuse 
pony purchased by the State, mav be seen 
haiuessed to a tip-cart and contentedly jogging 
along, sleek aud happy as a successful office- 
seeker. Old saddle-horses that were formerly 
considered useless and turned out to rustle for 
their own living on the hillsides, have now 
beeu broken to harness aud set at light work of 
some kind. 
Returning to the front of the prisou we pass 
through the massive iron gates aud find our­ 
selves within the walls and standing iu a beau­ 
tiful fiower-gar leu, surrounded ou two sides by 
the hospital building, library and Captain’s 
offices, and on the other by a massive wall sep­ 
arating the prison from the outer world, aud a 
high palisade recently erected between the cell- 
yard aud garden. 
Everything about the place is scrupulously 
cleau, anil were It not for the eonstaut hum of 
busy machinery and workmen In adjacent 
shops, one could almost imagine hlmsrii within 
the walls ot a secure aud w ell-kept monastery 
or fortress. 
Near the closets in the cell-yard a large exca­ 
vation is beiug made for a bath, where the pris­ 
oners will soon be enabled to enjoy the delights 
of free bathing within a few yards of their 
sleeping apartments. 
Leaving the cell yard, a short walk through 
the secure chute used in conveying the night 
shift to aud from their work, takes us to a strong 
iron door that opens into tbe jute mill, upou 
enteriug which the eye and ear are b ith star­ 
tled by the deafeniug clatter aud rapid motion 
of the loug array of iutrioa'e 
machinery; 
carding machines, looms and spindles, all mov­ 
ing at once, with a regularity and precision 
th at at first sight has a bewildering effect on the 
senses 
On every side willing hands are busy, 
and exhibiting a degree of int rest in the work 
tli.it would lead a stranger to imagiu- thev 
were shareholders in the establishment and 
pecuniarily interested in tbe output, instead of 
prisoneis working uud r the direction of a 
'killed and energetic master. 
Passing through the jute mill, we emerge from 
it at the front door, and agaiu enter the prison 
yard by measof the lower gate.-, tbe iuucr one 
of which opens ou a wide ptssage surrounded 
by massive walls. It is by this way that the 
day shift in the jute milt and those convicts 
who are employed on the outer works pass to 
aud from the yard. 
Fronting the low er gate, within the wails, is 
tbe long brick buildiug containing the duo 
factory and carpenter shops, in both of which 
the same cheerful industry is manifested by the 
convicts employed. An inspection of the books 
of the sash and door departments show that 
they now have only 117 convicts emp oyed. and 
are turning out au excess of w ork over that ac­ 
complished lad year by 221. 
Aud stranger still, the records prove that dur­ 
ing the last two weeks not a single man from 
tb it department has been punished, and that 
the entire force i< directed and controlled by 
tbe foreman of the shops, without any assist­ 
ance from guards. 
Formerly there was a guard stationed in every 
shop, but shortly after Gen. MeComb as-timed 
control ot the place, his deputy. Captain Cham­ 
bers. carefully graded all tbe prisoners, aud 
after withdraw :ng the gimrds from duty iu the 
shops, placed the men he eousidered trust­ 
worthy tinder tbe foremen’s control, thus show­ 
ing the prisoners that he had a certain amount 
of coutiaenea in them, and gratitude for treat­ 
ment so different ir..m that they had been ac­ 
customed !• d them tottrive to retain his good 
ipiuion. 


¡ Comb and his deputy are proving themselves 
competent and successful penologists. 
Continuing his testimony, witness said there 
was never an agreement between three o- the 
members and the Governor that they would 
sustain tne Governor’s policy or resign—not to 
the extent that would be implied. The Gov­ 
ernor was warmly interested m making a suc­ 
cess of the jute works, especially the night 
shift; also the construction of the canal at 
Folsom and the establi.-hment of a Reform 
School.

Quentin to hold our monthly meeting. General 
MeComb presented the mouthlv bills and tbe 
clerk refused to certify to them unless he could 
have time to examine them.

In concluding his testimony Mr. Luttrcll said 
iu rcsiouse to a question asked : I have not 
been informed why I was “ let out ” as a Prison 
Director, but am satisfied that the reason was 
that I was determined to get at the bottom facts 
of matte s at Sau Quentin. This 1 found was 
very distasteful to those interested iu the man­ 
agement;; there was always an effective block 
to our etlorts :or getting facts. General MeComb 
would not respond to our demands in this line. I 
wanted to be able to know and show where 
every dollar went to, but could get i o satisfac- 
t on whatever. 
1 believe Governor Waterman 
was as sincere as it is possible lor any man to 
be in his efforts for the best management of the 
prison, but his advisers arc not. in my opinion, 
so anxious in that direction.

Weco i u 
there tell at all luces where every cent went to. 
and the Warden would not expend a cent 
without previous authorization from the Hoard.

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A lcohol tn F ran ce. 
The quantity of alcoholic spirits ex­ 
tracted in France by distillation from wine 
lias been gradually diminishing, owing to 
the effects of phvxilloxera and mildew on 
the vines, and in consequence the produc­ 
tion of spirits from molasses, beet-root 
juice, grape skint, and front farinaceous 
substance, especially maize and potatoes, 
shows an increase. The Consul-General 
of the United States at Paris'tates that the 
spirits produced in France are now for the 
greater part distilled frotn molasses, and 
the annul production reaches 18,492,000 
gallons. The distillation of beet-root juice 
is also very important, producing alcohol 
of a good quality. The quantity is about 
18,000,000 gallons, but the production is 
decreasing slightly and is being replaced 
by spirits made from grain. The produc­ 
tion of grain spirits is close ou 15,000,000 
gallons. The distillation of potatoes, in­ 
troduced into France some sixty years ago, 
lias never attained any great importance.
